British Columbia look the 
first step towaixi acquiring ils 
second railroad this week 
although it has nowhere to 
run. 

Arriving In Vancouver from 
Eurotic earlier this week was 
a “light rail dehio car" be¬ 
lieved to be an experimental 
unit for mass transit use. The 
coat — $300,000. It was or^ 
dered by the former NDP 
government. 

With the unit came a con¬ 
tract for a “test track and 
display” at a cost of $550,000 
and a projxisal for “engineer¬ 
ing studies”^ at a cost of 
$540,000. It is understood that 
the test track is to be 2,000 
feet in length but just where il 
is to go nobody is quite sure. 

Municipal Affairs Minister 
Hugh oirtis said he has re¬ 
quested special departmental 
consultant and former deputy 
minister Ken Smith to pre¬ 
pare a detailed jeport on the 
units. 

"Quite frankly we are just 
trying to put the pieces to¬ 
gether and at this stage I just 
can’t give you an actual total 
cost figure,” Curtis said. 

•Smith agreed, saying it was 
too early at this stage to give 
a fu*m figure <m what the 
provmce has purchased or 
V, hy. He said that presumably 
the light rail car and track 
was part of a comprehen-sive 


study on rapid transit systems 
for the Lower Mainland. 

Adding to the great rail 
mvstery is a contract for 
“ski train cars tused)" at a 
cost of $390,000 plus $33.tMH) 
for an as yet unspecified pur¬ 
pose. The “ski train cars” are 
somewhere en route but no¬ 
body's sure what their ul¬ 
timate destination Ls. 


If the light rail demo car 
and the ski train don't get into 
action, there's still hope for 
the downtown commuter. 

.Somewhere out there in the 
vastness of Canada there are 
100 diesel buses ultimately 
scheduled to arrive in Van¬ 
couver. They cost $5.6 milllpn. 

And if that isn't enough 
there are another 105 diesel 


buses on order for an as yet 
undiscovered amount. 

Curtis said it may take 
some time to obtain a com¬ 
plete jneture. 

In the meantime the 
S300.0UO contract for the light 
rail demo .car runs out at the 
end of March. After that? 
■ niat’s what we aie trying to 
find out,” Smith said.

as the National Frtmt (FNLA)

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OTTAWA (CP) - The anti- 
inflation board Wednesday re¬ 
vealed its monitoring system 
fcM* keeping the 6.500 largest 
companies in Canada in line 
with \}fe selected wage and 
price controls imposed Oct. 
14. 

A board official told a brief- 
inil for reixirters the batch of 
complicated forms represent¬ 
ed the .last major hurdle for 
putting the controls jirogram 
into full operation. 

The companies are being 
given until Feb. 27 to file 
forms that .state their prices, 
profits and dividends as well 
as the rates of compensation 
paid employees. TWey will lie 
required to (lie further re¬ 
ports regularly thereafter to 
show any changes in their 
prices and profit margins. 

Basically, the rejKirts ^Ihat 
are to be filed within the next 
month, called base period re¬ 
ports. provide an Mslorical 
summary of prices, profits 
and dividends for each com¬ 
pany. They must cover a fi¬ 
nancial period that ended 
IJTior to the announcement nl 
controls O't. 13. 

The later compliance re¬ 


ports—to he filed annually by 
most companies—start (or the 
first full financiaJ year that 
included Oct. 14, when con¬ 
trols became effective. Gener¬ 
ally, companies are not per¬ 
mitted to raise profit margins 
beyond those achieved in tl3e 
base period. 

For companies with annual 
sales of moro than $25 mil¬ 
lion. compliance reixirts must 
be filed with the boaid every 
three months. 

In addition, companies must 
calculate any excess revenue 
— profits that rosult from 
higher profit mai'gins—earoed 


after Oct. 14 and show how 
they will eliminate this within 
six months from the end of 
their financial year. 

This means a company 
would Have either to lower its 
product prices or assure the 
board it will absorb more pro¬ 
duction costs without raising 
its prices. 

The anti-inflation lx)ard will 
have 175 staff, members work¬ 
ing on Its monitoring system, 
divided into 11 teams concen¬ 
trating on specific industries

Socreds ‘leaned’ on land body, charges Campbell

Charges that "someone

TKe"$) 088 ibility <a political 
pressure on the commission 
wasn’t ruled out by Lyle 
Kaht, Social Credit MLA for 
l^quimalt. 


An angry Campbell told the 
regional board the commis¬ 
sion unfroze tlie two parcels 
in spite of its own admission 
that the land was suitable for 
agriculture. 

“How stupid can you get?” 
Campell said in an interview 
later. 

"On tl>e othor hand, I know 
these people aren’t stupid; 
somebody leaned on them,” 
he said. 

He stressed this was the 
land commission’s first deci¬ 


sion affecting the region 
board since the Social Credit 
government took over. 

"It makes you think, 

doesn’t it?" he said. 

“I hope this isn’t tho shape 
(»f things to come; il’s pretty 
bad when their first act under 
a new government is to turn 
agricultural land* over to de- 
vel •iiers,” CRmi>bHI stwd. 

The two pieces of land are 
in Sooke. One is 2.5 acres 
owned by W. V. Saunders, the 
other 10 acres l)elonglng to F. 
Galbraith. Whilfin Spit. 


In a letter to the region 
board, the land commission 
said that "although the soils 
have a capability for agricul¬ 
tural iMorposes. the commls- 
.sion finally decided that ex¬ 
clusion (from the land re¬ 
serve) was the most reason¬ 
able course.” 

The commission advanced 
10 reasons why it excluded 
the properties, one* of them 
being that the land was "at 
the extreme outer edge of the 
Agricultural Land Reserve.” 

"That’s stupid; if you re¬ 


move it. the next one is at the 
outer edge.” Campbell said. 

He deplored the commission 
involving itself in zoning mat¬ 
ters when it should base its 
decisions only on whether the 
land was suitable for agricuN 
ture. 

Kahl. attending the meeting 
as a spectator, said in at) in¬ 
terview Campbell should stop 
“squawking.” He knew very 
well that the land commission 
had the final say in matters 
relating to exclusion of pro¬ 
perties from the land reserve. 


Asked whether Campbell's 
charge that some.w put . 
pressure on the land commis¬ 
sion could be trar.-^ahl said; 
"Sure, anything is |X)sslblc.” 

But Campbell pointed out 
later that the region board 
still had a card up Its sleeve. 

Half an hour before he 
raised the matter, he said, the 
region board had passed a 
zoning bylaw prohibiting sub¬ 
divisions of less than 10 acres 
per lot in the area where the 
two plots arc located. 

Both owners, he said, had 


previously tried ^cwi numerous 
occasions to subdivide the. 
land but had always been re¬ 
fused permission by the re¬ 
gional board. 

"Unless they ran like hell to 
beat our bylaw, they can’t 
subdivide the land now any¬ 
way,” Campbell said. 

Tlje boaixl instructed C!anip- 
bell to send a letter to the 
land commission protesting 
the decision. A copy of the let¬ 
ter is to be sent to the appro¬ 
priate government depart- 
,ment.

Angola factions shoot it out 


Huambo. the national Union 
for the Total Independence of 
Angola (UNITA) political cap¬ 
ital. was reported calm 
Wednesday. 

The spokesman told report¬ 
ers machine-gun and mortar 
fire went^'on for more than an 
hour Tuesday between UNITA 
tixxjps and the National Front 
for the Liberation of Angola 
tFNLA) renegades until the 
FNLA fighters surrendered or 
fled. 

He said the FNL/\ soldiers 
in Huambo had disobeyed 
orders to rejoin the war 
against the Soviet-backed 
Popular Movement for the 
Liberation of Angola tMPLA) 
and began looting shops. 

The factions are fighting 
for control of the potentially- 
rich West African nation, 
which gained independence 
from Portugal last November. 

I n Washington. Gen. 
George S. Brown, chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, said 
.America’s flip-flop In the An¬ 
golan civil war had caused 
Turkey, Portugal and Moroc¬ 
co to doubt U.S.* consi.sWn<-y 
toward its allies.

He spoke a day after the 
House of Re^iresentatives 
.joined the Senate in voting to 
end U.S. aid to UNITA and 
FNLA forces. 

In Lusaka, UNITA Foreign 
Minister Jorge Sangumba 
expressed "deep disappoint¬ 
ment" at the Angola aid 
cut-off vote. 

He added that UNTTA has 
other friends "wrho won’t let 
US down." Sangumba was 
scheduled to fly to London 
Wednesday night. He declined 
to discuss the puipose of his 
trip. 

Britain is neutral in the 
fi^t and has officially de¬ 
plored all foreign interventi<m 
in Angola. 

In Kinshasa. Presidents Idi 
Amin of Uganda. William 
Tolbert of Liberia and Jean- 
Bedel Bokassa of the Central 
African Republic signed a 
joint declaation oallii^ for 
withdrawal of all foreign 
troops in Angola and a politi¬ 
cal' settlement among tfie 
feuding factions. 

The declaration also con¬ 
demned a Jan. 10 raid on the 
Zaire town Dilolo on the 
trans-Angolan railroad is an 
"act of aggression . . . by So- 
viet-Cuban" troops fighting 
with the MPLA. 


WASHINGTON (CP) 
Canada and the United Stales 
formally initialled a draft hi- 
lateral pi|)eline treaty 
Wednesday after montlis of 
negotiations, U.S. officials 
said. 

The officials said details of 
the document, which still 
faces public scrutiny before it 
can be approved by both go\- 
emments. will be released 
jointly in Ottawa and Wash¬ 
ington today. 

U.S. <^cial.s stressed that 
they considered it a signifi¬ 
cant step toward mollifying 
critics of the proposed con¬ 
struction of a Canada-U.S. 
pipeline to carry natural gas 
from Alaska and northern 
Canada to southern markets 
in the two countries. 

Negotiatars ^ipear to have 


reached agreement on the 
technical aspects of a treaty . 
but political arguments ha\^ 
still to bo tested. 

The draft treaty covers 
pipelines cairying bydrocar- 
bwis for use in either country' 
across the territory of the 
other. It would, for example, 
include natural gas carried 
from Alaska through Canada 
into the lower U.S. as well as 
Canadian lines which dip into 
the U.S. as part of their route 
between points in Canada. 

Sources' said the central fea¬ 
ture <rf the treaty Is an under¬ 
taking by Ottawa and Wash¬ 
ington to guarantee the secu¬ 
rity of materials passing 
through all inter-country pipe¬ 
lines now existing as well as 
any cctfistnicted in future. 

Also, such materials would 


be tax free. The pl|)elines 
ihems^ves and the ri^ts-of- 
way on which they are built 
would be protected against 
discriminatory or unfair taxa- 
on.

Stock records seized 
in Vancouver raids 


VANCOUVER (CP) — 
ROMP, city police and of¬ 
ficials from the superin¬ 
tendent of brokers’ office 
Wednesday seized the records 
of several mining companies 
of which Murray Pezim Is the 
prewnoter. 

No <diarges were laid. 

Officials also entered 
brokers' offices and removed 
trading records of bttricers’ 
clients whom they believed 
traded in the shares of the 
companies. 

When word of the seizures 
S()read among brokers’ of- • 
fices, heavy selling m the 
shares began. 

An official of the Vancouver 
Stock Exchange said the 
drops in prices, multiplied by 
the total number of sheues 
outstanding in the seven com¬ 


panies. amounted to about $3 
millkm. 

The seized records covered 
October, 1975, to January, 
1976, inclusive. 

"We’e been looking at the 
trading over the last four or 
five months and we just want¬ 
ed to look at the records «id 
see if there is anything wrong 
with the trading." said an 
ROMP commercial fraud 
squad jiqxjkesman. 

The search party seized, in 
addition to the mining ccun- 
pany records, the records of 
Armudo Management Ltd., 
headed by Pezim; Licon Man¬ 
agement Ltd., headed by Ar¬ 
thur Clemiss; and Zareba 
Investments Ltd., a holding 
company owned by Pezim. 

"I’m heartbroken." Pezim 
said later. "There are no 
charges, yet this will damage 
my reputatifwi."

The other rejKMt. on prices, 
pix^ts and dividends, will be | 
used as the basis for c<Mnpari- 
son with later regular compli¬ 
ance reports the companies 
are obliged U) file with the 
board. 


Some of the conydiance 
forms already are due. For 
example, companies with a fi¬ 
nancial year that ended Dec. 
31 must file both base period 
reports for 1974—before con¬ 
trols started— and also com¬ 
pliance reports for 1975 to 
show profit margins did not 
exceed 1974 levels. If profits 
were excessive, then the com¬ 
panies Will have to reduce 1 
prices in the first hall of this ;

WASHINGTON (UPI) 

The Soviet Union has provid¬ 
ed African nations with more 
than J2.2 billion in military 
aid and $765 million in eco¬ 
nomic assistance over the last 
five years, the defence de¬ 
partment said Wednesday. 

It said Cuba had 11,760 mili¬ 
tary personnel in Africa, all 
but 360 of them fighting in 
Angola. The highest previous 
estimate had been about 9,000 
Cubans fighting for the Popu¬ 
lar Movement for the Libera¬ 
tion of Angola. 

The Pentagon counted 
almost 3.000 Soviet military 
advisers in Africa.

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Food and weapons 


T here can be no denying that numbers of 
African states now accepted as fully-fledged 
members of tbe United Nations have grown to sucb a 
point that whenever they act in concert — which hap¬ 
pens not infrequently — they can swing any General 
Assembly vote on any issue they choose and by so do¬ 
ing are able to control the policies and directions of 
that international organization. 

There would be nothing particularly frightening 
about this turn of events except that the majority of 
these so far undeveloped nations seem imbued with an 
extremely aggressive attitude toward both their im^~ 
mediate neighbors and the outside world. 

And although they may logically excuse their ac¬ 
tions by saying that they are simply emul^ing the ex¬ 
ample set ^em by the non-African states on both sides 
of the Iron Curtain they seem quite unaware that they 
can bring disaster upon their owt) people and those In 
the rest of the world. 

Augustine Oyowe’s revealing article which ap¬ 
peared on this page last Tuesday underlines the whole 
sad problem of Africa. He points out that of the 400 
million people throughout the world who are said to be 
undernourished, 200 million of them are African. 

Despite these figures — provided by the Food and 
Agriculture Organization — being undisputed, little Is 
done by the African states to alleviate the situation. 
What money or international credit they may have is 
expended on arms and ammunition. 

"One year’s defence expenditure by African states 
would, added together, equal three years' aid to the en¬ 


tire continent. Some countries which have no problems 
of inter-state aggression could be spending more 
money on agriculture and less on defence," Mr. Oyowe 
writes. 

He adds: “Arms for liberation struggles may be 
justifiable, but much defence spending is senseless and 
only imitating western practices.” 

The horrifying truth of this is further evidenced by 
the latest figures released by the World Food Council 
in Rome which show that developing nations now im¬ 
port 25 million tons of grain a year — with the prospect 
of this rising above 75 million tons within the next ten 
years. 

It is argued that the large-scale and efficient food 
producers could probably expand their production to 
meet these increasing demand but that this would not 
be a particularly rational use of the world's resources 
nor serve the fundamental interests of the developing 
world. 

Above all, what Is needed Is an immediate re¬ 
setting of priorities both within and without Africa 
on the principle that the production of life-giving food 
is more important than the production and purchase of 
death-dealing weapons. 

Undoubtedly the responsibility for the present un¬ 
happy development in Africa must bear heavily upon 
the outside world. The time is long past for the 
western world to make a positive effort to shed some 
light on tbe dark continent. If this were done with good 
will it would do much to stabilize Africa, the United 
Nations and the world at large. 


A new direction 


P RIME MINISTER Pierre Trudeau is a man of 
many talents, not the least of which is his 
ability to change Canada's foreign policy on the run. 
This hitherto unrevealed aptitude was clearly and 
publicly demonstrated earlier this week in Havana. 

There, in rejecting criticism of his visit to Cuba, 
Mr. Trudeau explained that he is seeking good rela¬ 
tions with all countries, regardless of their form of 
government. With this simple statement he has 
achieved a complete volte-face in Canadian diplomacy. 

The Daily Colonist applauds his courageous and 
realistic decision — even though it was not reached 
through prior discussion with either his cabinet or 
Parliament. Obviously as long as Canada seeks middle- 
ground In world politics, the course described by the 
prime minister is the only logical one. 

Canada's new direction will also be welcomed by 
the Republics of China (Taiwan), South Africa and 
Rhodesia. These three countries have until now been 
either officially or unofficially black-listed by Ottawa 


for various political reasons now eliminated by Mr. 
Trudeau. 

Now that we seek good relations with all countries 
we can confidently expect the re-establishment of 
diplomatic exchanges with the Taiwan government 
whose ambassador was expelled from Canada on re¬ 
quest of Communist China nearly five years ago. 

And now that Mr. Trudeau has decided that 
Canada’s dislike of certain forms of government need 
be no drawback to good relations between countries, 
Ottawa will no longer be voting in favor of every anti- 
South African motion that pops up at the United Na¬ 
tions or before the International Olympic Commit¬ 
tee. Indeed, Canadians can now look forward to the 
prime minister presiding over the next world plowing 
championship held in Canada — even if one of the com¬ 
petitors is a Rhodesian white. 

Mr. Trudeau has truly taken a big step forward if 
he means what he says and says what he means.

Mexican election predictable 


Mexico is holding an elec¬ 
tion, like tbe United States, and 
the result of the vote on July 4 
is as certain as anything can he 
in politics. 

Campaigning seven days a 
week from early morning until 
late at night, Jose Lopez Portil- 
la will be—short of some whol¬ 
ly unforeseen accident — the 
next president of the United 
States’ neighbor to the south. 

Given the problems besetting 
the two nei^bors — drugs and 
illegal aliens being the most 
conspicuous — that is a matter 
ol great concern for peoples on 
both sides of the border. 

The one-party system, with 
the dominance of Lopez Portil- 
la’s Independent Revolutionary 
Party (which, say the cynics, is 
neither revolutionary nor in¬ 
dependent), guarantees his 
election. 

It is in no sense a referendum 
on the policies of President 
Luis Ecbeverria whose sbi- 
year terms ends in December. 
Under tbe Mexican constitu- 
tton, the president may hold 
one six-year term. 

★ ♦ * 

In fact, Lopez Portilla backs 
many of the Echeverria 
policies, including land reform, 
although be Is generally 
regard^ as more conservative 
than the outgoing president. 

Large, bliSf, hearty, Lopez 
Portilla Is an appealing cam¬ 
paigner whether in formal 
meetings or with outdoor vil¬ 
lage crowds. But if the out- 
cmne is so certain, why go 
through tbe eostly, exhausting 
time-consuming process? 

I put this question to Lopez 
Portilla as we rode together in 
his official campaign bus, a 
marvel of luxury and con¬ 
venience, following a lengthy 
breakfast meeting with 
Spanish Republicans who 
formed an organization in exile 
following the triumph of Fran¬ 
cisco Franco in Spiun in 1939.

He went on to say that it is 
painful not to have formal rela¬ 
tions with Spain.

Castro is coming to Mexico 
City in March to return Presi¬ 
dent Ecbeverria's visit to Cuba 
last summer when he spent a 
week touring the island as 
Fidel’s guest. 


At the other pole is the near¬ 
ly 40-year-old blackout of 
diplomatic relations with 
Madrid, although commerce 
was resumed on an informal 
basis. 

Right-wing critics call the 
government and its dominant 
party communistic. Yet — and 
here is the paradox of this 
strange and beautiful land — 
some of the greatest private 
fortunes in the hemisphere 
have been accumulated here. 

As big, perhaps, as anywhere 
in the world, is the gulf 
between great wealth and even 
moderate middle-class com- 
foit — and the latter is on the 
increase.

There is a possibility that the 
United Kingdom (alias Great 
Britain) will break up back into 
Its component parts; that It 
will fly apart and become a 
miniature of the old Balkans.

This means the transfer of 
considerable but limited power 
to elected assemnlies in Edin¬ 
burgh and Cardilt with a final 
veto remaining in West¬ 
minster. This is meant to 
satisty the upsurge of regional 
nationalism, largely the result 
of Britain's economic troubles. 
Well, why stay on a sinking 
ship?

It will of course mean at once 
a great increase in the ap¬ 
paratus of government, more 
civil servants, more politicians 
in search of office, but saving 
money Is not the object of the 
exercise. 

For certain it Will lead to bit¬ 
ter quarrels of the sort that oc- 
cur within and destroy 
families. The trend from 
devolution can only be towards 
independence and sovereignty 
In fact some of the Scottish and 
Welsh nationalist leaders have 
already made this plain in the 
muddled and dishonest debate 
by which the English — who 
have very little separate sense 
of Identity — are at once 
bemused and a li.ttle 
frightened.

Scotland seems to be the 
strongest candidate for In¬ 
dependence. The Scots are 
proud: they treasure 
grievances like heirlooms.

“economic order,” formed by 
the Club of Rome for the pur¬ 
pose of presenting recommen¬ 
dations to the current session 
of the United Nations General 
Assembly.

"Give me men! Stout-hearted men!

This report proposes an Im¬ 
portant shift of emphasis in the 
developed countries toward 
aiding the poor nations of the 
world. There is nothing new in 
the thesis that the rich should 
help the poor, but this commit¬ 
tee — comprised of experts in 
every phase of economic policy 
— has made some strong 
recommendations. 

The committee proposes, for 
example, that the industrial 
products of developing 
countries be admitted free of 
tariff by the developed nations. 
Furthermore, tariff strurturea 
should no longer be an impedi¬ 
ment to developing countries 
processing their own primary 
products at home. Compulsory 
arbitration in matters of trade 
policy should be added to tbe 
rules of GATT 

Noting that the World Bank 
needs an extra $30 billion to 
lend by 1980. the committee 
says that the developed nations 
must increase 'their contribu- 
lions substantially. 

Food stock-piling should be 
accelerated and supported by 
(he agricultural organizations 
in tbe Western countries. A 
World Energy Research 
Agency should be formed to 
step up research on non¬ 
nuclear new energy forms, 
financed from a lax on the use 
of nuclear energy. 

Commenting on the commit¬ 
tee's proposals in flie NATO 
Review, Professor Jan 
Tinbergen, a Nobel Prize win¬ 
ner in economics from the 
Netherlands, notes that the 
developing countries have 
prodded the rich nations inCo 
moving toward the adoption of 
policies that will really help 
tbe poor. 

"It should be made clearer to 
the general pubUc in developed 
countries that their own future 
is at stake." Tinbergen says. 
"More research Is needed as to 
how poverty abroad will affect 
the world as a whole, but in¬ 
tuitively it is clear that islands 
of prosperity cannot be main¬ 
tained indefinitely ”

There are few more hissable 
villains in the modem world 
than the great multi-national 
corporations. So large that 
they are able to Influence 
governments and suspend the 
laws of competition, and yet 
subject to no- palpable 
democratic control, they seem 
to threaten our traditional 
ideas about how politics and in¬ 
ternational affairs should be 
conducted. 

Some of the facts about 
multi-nationals are now getting 
better known. Books have been 
written about them and com¬ 
mittees of the American 
Congress are investigating 
them. 

But the latest revelations 
about one of the biggest, the 
Gulf Oil Corporation — 1974 
gross revenues tl8.2 billion 
from the corporation itself. 
Following a civil action last 
year against Gulf by the U.S. 
government's Securities and 
Exchange Commission. Gulf 
set up a special review com¬ 
mittee. chaired by ex-World 
Bank Chairman John McCloy, 
to investigate and report on the 
|12 million it gave in political 
gifts over 10 years to American 
and foreign politicians. 

* ★ w 

One of the most fascinating 
parts of the report describes 
Gulf's dealings with South 
Korea, that small country in 
the Far East whose difficult 
relations with its Communist 
brothers in North Korea could 
one day lead to a formidable 
crisis involving America, 
China, Russia and Japan. 

It is fascinating because It 
shows how a developing 
country, badly needing the 
money and skills of firms like 
Gulf, can end up bullying them 
and extracting cash from them 
in none too seemly ways. 

Critics of the multi-nationals 
who say that the latter will 
usually do anything for money 
sometimes forget that this also 
makes them vulnerable. Gulf 
began to invest in Korea in the 
early eOs and its stake there 
soon became, the report says, 
"the most significant private 
investment by any foreign 
company in Korea at the 
time," It went into the refining 
and distribution of oil. and then 
into plastics and ferilizers. 

★ ★ ★ 

This, of course, was just 
what President Park of South 
Korea and his associates 
wanted. But, instead of being 
grateful to Gulf and inclined to 
humor the giant corporation, 
the Koreans calculated that 
Gulf was so deeply and 
profitably into Korea that it 
could be squeezed a little. 

So one day in 1966 "out of a 
eftar sky" (the report’s words) 
an emissary from President 
Park called on Gulf's top man 
in Korea and asked for 81 mil¬ 
lion towards the president's ap¬ 
proaching election campaign. 

One can imagine the conster¬ 
nation at Gulf. They were hap¬ 
py In their new outpost. They 
had even nicknamed Ulsan, the 
town where they had built their 
refinery, "the Pittsburgh of 
Korea” (Pittsburgh is Gulf's 
American home). Yet here was 
this Korean making what the 
committee report records as 
"a very strong approach in¬ 
deed ": in other words, if you 
want to survive in Korea, pay 
up.

In keeping .with the old 
Chinese tactic of always leav¬ 
ing an enemy a line of retreat 
the Koreans gave Gulf a 
decent-sounding reason for giv¬ 
ing in. The U.S. government. 
Park's meh explained, is anx¬ 
ious that we should have your 
Western-style democracy here. 
Giving us money to run proper 
elections will be your contribu¬ 
tion. So. in the words of the 
report, "the Gulf represen¬ 
tatives involved viewed the 
t966 contribution as supportive 
of the developing democratic 
process in Korea, and, they 
communicated this attitude to 
Pittsburgh” 

Did Pittsburgh realize then 
that, in four years time, there 
would be more elections, and 
that Korean democracy would 
then require further support¬ 
ing? Apparently not. But that 
Is what happened.

in 1970 S. K. Kim. a tough old 
man who was a good friend of 
Park, asked Gulf for 810 
million. Bob Dorsey, the Gulf 
boss in Korea, demurred’and 
Kim got very angry. Dorsey 
told the committee Kim said, 
Tm not here to debate mat¬ 
ters. You are either going to 
put up the goddamned money 
or suffer the consequences.” In 
the end. Dorsey gave Park’s 
1970 campaign 83 million. Gulf, 
of course,.had no check over 
how the monqy, which was paid 
to a Swiss bank account, was 
spent. He was, Dorsey told the 
committee, convinced "that 
what 1 was doing was in the 
best interest of the cor¬ 
poration.” 

Presumably, the Gulf men 
later took a look round Korea 
and realized that the 814 mll-

lion worth of political contribu¬ 
tions had more to do with 
Korean-style politics than 
American-style democracy. 
President Park has pretty well 
abolished democracy in his 
country now and he is unlikely 
to have to run a serious elec¬ 
tion campaign ever again.

But this is not to say that his 
regime no longer needs to 
make demands on Gull, and the 
McCloy report documents 
other interesting ways in which 
the men who run South Korea 
have used Gulf to their advan¬ 
tage. 

There was, for example, the 
Heung Kuk Sang Sa company 
affair. HKSS was an oil dis¬ 
tributing company In Korea in 
which Gulf bought a 25 per cent 
share in 1967. 

Two years later, J. K. Suh, 
chief stockholder of HKSS, 
proposed that Gulf should buy 
another 25 per cent. 

Gulf was tempted. Their 
original 25 per cent, they had 
discovered, neither gave them 
any say in the company’s 
management nor the right to 
information about how it was 
being run. The trouble was that 
Suh, a "prominent Korean 
businessman" (in the words of 
the report), was asking for 82 
million, a very high price in¬ 
deed.

When Suh proved adamant 
over the price. Gulf realized 
that this was more than an or¬ 
dinary business deal. Suh was. 
it turned out, a good friend of 
the president. It was obvious 
that by buying the additional 25 
per cent share (at its inflated 
price) Gulf would be building 
up political credit with the 
Park regime. 

Gulf was getting clued up 
about South Korea. But it was 
still not prepared for the final 
twist. A week before the sale 
was closed a senior Gulf ex¬ 
ecutive was called to the Blue 
House (Korea's version of the 
American White House) by 
General Lee Huu Rak. 

Lee Huu Rak is described in 


the McCloy report as "first 
secretary to President Park" 
but that scarely catches the 
man's flavor. A European am¬ 
bassador in Seoul once 
described Lee to me as 
"cleverer than a barrel load of 
monkeys.” He was Park’s 
ideas man (and many of his 
ideas were very naughty). He 
also ran the Korean Central 
Intelligence Agency, the single 
most powerful organization in 
the country. 

The Gulf man found Lee and 
Suh together but It was Lee 
who did the talking. The deal 
was on. the general said, bpt he 
wanted Gulf to pav 10 per cent 
— 8200,000 immediately to 
cover the cost of a coming trip 
by President Park to America. 

it it it 

In South Korea you do not say 
no to men like Lee Huu Rak, so 
Gulf arranged as soon as it 
could to pay the money to a 
Swiss bank account opened In 
Suh’s name. When, at the next 
meeting, the Gulf executive 
presented Suh with a blank 
signature card for the bank. 
General Lee took It, signed J. 
K. Suh in his own writing, and 
said, with a grin at Suh "that 
looks like your signature, 
doesn’t it? ” 

The McCloy report insists 
that this and other strange 
transactions it describes were 
not political contributions, and 
so. by inference, not truly 
reprehensible. But, of course. 
Gulf would never have 
revealed such deals to its 
shareholders. It had no way of 
knowing how General Lee — 
who Gulf knew had forged 
Suh's signature, albeit with the 
latter's approval — was really 
going to use the money. 

If there Is a conclusion to be 
drawn from this, it is that the 
government of a small country 
can draw rings round multi¬ 
national giants provided that it 
has profiUble business to offer 
them and a sufficiently 
authoritarian system to give 
credibility to its threats. At 
any time since 1970 af least. 
Gulf did not dare counter what 
it divined to be President 
Park’s wishes. It did not dare 
call his bluff because perhaps 
he was not bluffing.

Golda Meir talks 
about the past 

By EDITH ROTH from Londoa 

When 1 met Mrs. Golds Meir in Israel in August 1974. 
only two months after she had retired from her post as prime 
minister which she had held for more than five years, she 
remarked to me: "I should have retired ten years ago." 

Realizing how terribly hurt and remorseful she was 
about her mistake of not mobilizing the Israeli army during 

* > Egyptian and Syrian military buildup immediately 
fore Israel was attacked on October 6. 1973, I replied: 
"But suKly you wouldn't haye like to haye missed being 
prime minister ol Israel.”^ • 

At that, she sighed, and said with immense sadness: 
"there is so much I would like to forget!" 

Now. seyenteen month later, I met her again at a London 
hotel, and asked her whether she really still felt she should 
have retired before becoming prime minister. Because 
Golda Meir, now abnost 78 years old but phenomenally 
vigorous, is very reluctant to talk or write about herself and 
her personal feelings, her recently published memoirs don’t 
reveal much about them. But in these memoirs she admitted 
her agony about her greatest mistake, for which she accepts 
total personal responsibility. 

* ★ ★ 

"The subject of Golda Meir personally is not in¬ 
teresting," she said smiling into the microphone of my tape 
recorder. 

I replied: "A lot of people would disagree with that, 
because Golda Meir is a unique phenomenon. I'm trying to 
persuade you to tell me something you didn't write in your 
memoirs, and didn't want h) talk about only a few weeks 
after your retirement last year — if your kind of activities 
program can be called retirement." 

Golda Meir thought for a few moments, and replied: "I 
would never take It upon mysell to try to feel — by word or 
by writing — that 1 could really describe what I experienced 
during the days of the Yom Kippur War. 

“About my having been prime minister of Israel — this 
cannot be taken out of the context of the people of Israel 
Look, we had one great leader. Nobody can match Ben- 
Gurion — NOBODY! But Ben-Gurion would be the first to 
agree with me that without the people of Israel even he 
couldn't have done anything. The people of Israel — the 
young people of Israel, the old-timers of Israel — that's the 
real subject, not me. ” 

She paused, then continued: "It was difficult, with terri¬ 
ble responsibilities. There are decisions which only a prime 
minister personally must make. In the case of Israel, this 
means making decisions in which, as a rule, the very lives ot 
people are involved. I’ve always said that anyone who wants 
to be prime minister of Israel has It coming to him!"

How the jGbrms wenrk in 1^ 
[tl-ln£latiQn program 


Some of the forms gather past and 
it information on prices, profits, 
inds and compensation. Other forms 
measure changes in these areas. The 
Anti-Inflation Board needs these facts to 
enforce the law. 

The first forms i-equired are: 

AIB-l-Advance Status Report - 
Compensation. Due Feb. 27. It divides 
employees into groups, details their 
compensation plans and indicates when 
compensation for the different grouijs 
comes up for renewal. 

AIB-2-Report on Group 
Compensation. It is due Feb. 27 for gioups 
who have had new agreements or plans of 
compensation determined since Oct. 14, 
1975. As a rule, AIB-2 must be fil«l within 
15 days after a new contract is signed or a 
revis^ plan of compensation l)ecome6 
effective. 


AIB-ll-Base Period Report - Prices, 
Profits and Dividends. Due Feb. 27. This 
report provides the Anti-Inflation Poard 
with a summary of a company’s financial 
data. It also clarifies how the Guidelines 
can be applied to each company. 

AIB-12-Compliance Period Report - 
Prices, Profits and Dividends. This report is 
the follow-up to AIB-IL Companies under 
the pre-notification rule, all major oil 
companies, companies filing Compliance 
Plans and compeinies with gross revenues 
over $25,000,000, have to file this report 
within 45 days after the end of each 
quarter. Companies covered by the law, but 
with gix)ss revenues under $25,000,000, are 
required to file the report once a year. The 
annual AIB-12 that aJl of these groups 
complete at the end of their fiscal year is 
due 90 days after the end of that 
compliance period. 






The “compliance period” reports 
measured against the “base period” 
information tell the Board where the 
Guidelines must be enforced. For example, 
if a company’s profits are up over its 
allowed limits, that company has to return 
a Compliance Plan showing exactly what it 
will do to reduce its profits. Until its profit 
margin is brought back to the allowed limit, 
a company in this state of non-compliance 
with the Guidelines cannot increase any 
prices unless it makes compensating price 
decreases on other products.

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Controllers skeptical over anti-crash device 


OTTAWA (CP) — Canadian 
air traffic controllers are 
skeptical about warning de¬ 
vices now being installed in 
American control towers to 
deal with near collisions. 

After a spate of near misses 
at U.S. airports late last year. 
American authorities an¬ 
nounced that a special war¬ 


ning system was being in¬ 
stalled in air traffic control 
towers to warn of Impending 
collisions. A similar system is 
planned for Canada by 1980. 

Jim Livingston, president of 
the Canadian Air Traffic Con¬ 
trol Association, said In a re¬ 
cent interview his association 
had "strong reservations” 


about the system because it 
occasionally gave false warn¬ 
ings. 

Ami with most near misses 
near busy airports, a sudden 
ascent or descent by an air¬ 
craft to avoid a predicted col¬ 
lision might place the plane in 
the path of another aircraft. 

The transport deiiartmenf 


said in a reply to a question 
by Progressive Conservative

A belter way to deal with 
near misses is to increase 
radar coverage of airspace so 
the controller can see more 
well ahead of a potential colli¬ 
sion. he said.

greatest bugbear today." 

Collisions or near misses 
should not hapi^en if the pilot 
was doing his job properly, he 
said.

Towered satellite city for 22;000

Plans lac a satellite city in 
Cuiwuod, with highrises, 8h«>|i- 
ping centres, schools, play¬ 
grounds and parks for up to 
22,000 people were unveiled 
Wednesday by Dunhill Devel¬ 
opment Corp., .a provincial 
government agency. 

Capital Region Board direc¬ 
tors listened quietly as the 
mind-boggling sdieme was 
present^ by John Northie. 
the corporation’s vice- 
president of development. 

The giant development 
would consist of 7,200 hosing 
units, including eight 14- 
slorey^ highriso buildings, 
townhouses and about 1.000 
single-family homes. 

It would cover a total of 850 
acres, 270 of which are gov¬ 
ernment owned. 

The project would be built 
in an area located between 


MeichoKin Road and Laiuria 
Road, north of Albert Head. 

On the assumption that the 
average cost per unit would 
1)6 $.50,000 a conservative es¬ 
timate. the entire scheme 
would cost about $369 million. 

Northie said in an interview 
toUtAving the presentati n 
that part of the project would 
luive housing below’ the 
$45,000 ceiling set by the fed¬ 
eral government for Assisted 
Home Ownership Program 
grants to individual home 
buyers. 

But he added that it was 
Dunhill’s aim to provide a 
"croas-aection” of housing, in¬ 
cluding high-priced homes. 

He said Dunhill may build 
part of the project itself, but 
(he maiorily of develoT>ed lots 
would be offered to private 
builders. 

He said by throwing thou- 
.sands of serviced lots on the 
market, prities for individual 
lots would decline;,the law* of 


supply and deniand wxnjid act 
in favor of home buyers. 

Dunhill hoped to complete 
the planning this year, begin 
sendcing k)ts next year and 
sell the first lots by 1978. 
Northie said. 

Dunhill's plans call for re¬ 
tention of 2^ acres for parks 
and recreation sites. About 50 
acres would be set aside for 
seven schbols to accommo¬ 
date up to 4.500 students. 

One of the criteria used In 
planning the scheme, he said, 
was to blend the development 
into the environment. Innova¬ 
tive housing concepts may be 
introduced, he add^. 

He also assured the regional 
lioard that DunMll would ad¬ 
here to all regional bylaws 
and would design the develois 
ment in accordance with re¬ 
gional jdans. 

He pointed out that, accord¬ 
ing to the official devclojimenl 
plan, growlh of the Capital 
' Region was to be directed to 


the area In which Dunbill pn>- 
poseil to build Its giganUi-. 
pmjecl. 

The DunhiU project, he 
said, wouldn't add to the pop¬ 
ulation whk’h the regional 
board anticipated fur that 
area; if Dunhill didn't build, 
other developers would, he 
said. 

Northie warned that servic¬ 
ing the terrain with sewers 
and water wxxild be expen¬ 
sive. 

"This is a liigh-cost develoi)- 
meni area; it is rocky ter¬ 
rain." he said. 

Dunhill began working on 
the scheme about eight 
months ago. Asked whether 
the new government sigiporl- 
rd the concept. Northie said 
ihe presentation w’as being 
made with the specific ap- 
pro\*ai of Housing Minister 
Hugh Curtis. 

InituU reaction fnim region¬ 
al board directors was some¬ 
what skeptical. They said 


(hey were afraid (he provin¬ 
cial goN'emment would push 
the scheme through witHbut 
listening to advice or recom¬ 
mendations from the regiqp. 

But Northie replied that 
Dunhill was before the board 
like any cjtlier develotier. Dun- 
hill. he said, was willing In 
ohserN'e all zoning regulations 
and enter into any agreement 
the regional board might 
deem necessary. 

He said Dunhill recognized 
that planning of the project 
would have to go hand in' 
hand with planning for trans- 
pprtation. 

Present routes into Victoria, 
he said, were inadequate and 
the yirovision of a go^ transit 
s>’slem from the deyelojiment 
area to the city woiild have to 
be given careful consider¬ 
ation. 

As for initial criticism. 
Northie said: "We have to 
start somewhere.”

Smith, a flamboyant man 
who shouts and pounds his 
desk (or emphasis, vows that 
wili mean open war. 

He said Browning Ferris, as 
well as other American Arms, 
have tried to buy «it his busi¬ 
ness. but Me wants to remain 
a Canadian-owned family 
operation. 

Officials of Cypress Dlspoa- 
al Ltd. of Victoria have said 
they are beir^ driven out of 
business by the jffice-cutting 
tactics of BFI Waste Systems, 
a subsidiary of Browning 
Ferris. 

Amelia Gazsity. a major 
shareholder in ^press. has 
said her attempts to sell to 
the American firm were 
blocked by the Foreign 
Investment Re^dew Commis¬ 
sion, a charge tHb atttwney- 
general’i office Is investigat¬ 
ing. 

The board must approve the 
sale of any Canadian com¬ 
pany with more than $200.(K)0 
in assets to any foreign com¬ 
pany.

gave good seiYice at competi¬ 
tive rates, kept our machines 
clean and now we have 50 per 
cent of the business."

market. 

Me also denied any price- 
.cutting tactics as a method of 
driving Canadian firms out of 
the market. 

He said Browning Ferris 
employs a sophisticated ac¬ 
counting system which en¬ 
ables it to adjust costs finely 


and might, in some cases, re¬ 
sult in lower prices than those 
offered by another firm. 

He said the Canadian sector 
of the company’s business 
now accounts for about 10 i>er 
cent of the annual revenue 
from solid waste disposal.

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Olympics to start without stadium frills 


Victor Goldbloom 


MONTREAL (CP) — Some 
of the frills may be missing, 
but the basic requirements of 
athletes will be fulfilled when 
Montreal plays host to the 
1976 Olympics, Quebec Munic¬ 
ipal Affairs Minister Victor 
Goldbloom said Wednesday. 

Goldbloom, the provincial 
minister responsible for the 
construction of the main sta¬ 
dium and swim hall, stressed 
at a news conference that 
both facilities will be suf¬ 
ficiently completed for the 
July 17 opening of the Games. 


He is also the minister re¬ 
sponsible for the 01>Tnpics in¬ 
stallations board created by 
the Quebec government last 
Nov. 20 to take over ccmstnjc- 
tion and financing of the sta¬ 
dium from the City of Mon¬ 
treal. 

There had been speculation 
that the 70.000-seat, $485- 

million main stadium, which 
houses the swim hall, would 
not be sufficiently complete 
by the opening date to accom¬ 
modate the track and field 
and swimming events. 

“The stadium and the- 
swimming pool yill be 
ready.” Goldbloom said on 
the eve of his departure for 


Innsbruck, Austria, to present 
a progress report to the Inter¬ 
national Olympic Committee. 

However, the minister 
stressed that while the stadi¬ 
um will be I'eady for the 
athletic events, it will not bo 
complete acc.>rding to original 
plans. 

“I said the stadium will be 
I'eedy, I did not say it will be 
complete,” Goldbloom said in 
answer to a question. “We 
will complete it (according to 
original plans) after the 
Games.” 

Asked to elaborate (m exact¬ 
ly w'hat facets of stadium con¬ 


struction would not be 
finished until after the 
Games, the minister said the 
proportion of temporary facil¬ 
ities to be employed “must be 
kept for the IC)C.” 

“These things we will say in 
much more detail to the 
IOC.” 

Already scrubbed from the4 
over-all stadium prototype is 
the main press centre and 
permanent dressing room fa¬ 
cilities for the athletes. The 
press centre already has been 
relocated downtown while mo¬ 
bile changing rooms for the 
athletes will |be installed witli- 
in the stadium confines. 


In an interview from Lon¬ 
don earlier in the day, IOC 
president Lord ,Killanin said 
facilities for 19 of the 21 
Olympic sports have been- 
compieted and he didn't antici¬ 
pate any great problem over 
the swimming pools. 

“My information at the mo¬ 
ment is that the track and 
field events will be held in the 
Olympic stadium in Mon¬ 
treal.” Lord Killanin said. 

Goldbloom confirmed that 
some temporary seating will 
be installed in tlie saucer- 
shaped stadium to take care 
of ©,009-70,000 capacity re¬ 


quired by the IOC for openmg 
and closing ceremonies. 

“The permanent capacity of 
the stadium Is expected to be 
between 50,000 and 55,000. It 
was therefore foreseen from 
the beginning that there 
would be 13,000 or 20,000 tem¬ 
porary seats. There may be 
somewhat more than that 
when tlie stadium is opened 
for the Games,” he said. 

He said that by April 15 the 
field section of the stadium 
must be cleared by construc¬ 
tion company huts and heavy 
equipment in order to begin 
installation of the infield 
grass and running track. 

On June 6, the Installations 


board must turn the stadium 
over. to the organizing com¬ 
mittee BO it cSn begin its 
period of responsibility to¬ 
ward the Games. 

Goldbloom made a surprise 
announcement that an agree¬ 
ment has been concluded with 
Montreal Alouettes by w’hich 
the professional footb^ team 
will play its final five games 
of the 1976 season in the stadi¬ 
um. 

The stadium is expected 
eventually to be the home of 
Montreal’s baseball Expos as 
well as the Alouettes but 
hopes for 1976 had been all 
but dashed by construction 
delays.

The Star says Zarolega put 
up $2 million in cash, $1.5 
million in a loan from the 
BCN. All further costs were to 
be covered by CXJJO in the 
form of a secOTd mortgage, 
now totalling $57 million. 

In the first contract, if 
Zarolega did not pay back 
OOJO’s $©-million loan in 
five years, the loan wmild be 
cancelled outright, Zarolega 
would own a village it had not 
paid for, and COJO would 
own the debt. 

The second contract was 
drawn up ort the orders of the 
provincial government to give 
better protection to CXDJO’s 
investment. It extends the 
term of the COJO loan to 38 
years, but does not allow 
COJO to take ovCT the proper¬ 
ty if Zarolega defaults in pay¬ 
ments. 

Zarolega Is allowed $1.23 
million in depreciation each 
year before COJO is paid any¬ 
thing. 

Developers estimate tiie 
value of the buildings at $55 
million, leaving COJO, and ul¬ 
timately the taxpayers of 
Montreal and Quebec, with at 
least a $45-million loss, the 
newspaper says.

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I n growing polyanthus 
primroses from seed, the gar¬ 
den books say to sow the 
seeds in a coldJh*ame w in an 
open shaded bed in early mid¬ 
summer — around the end of 
June is favored by many gar 
den writers. This is to provide 
plants for blooming fol¬ 
lowing spring. 

Ihese writers are nearly all 
English, and their timing 
worto out well for the British 
Isles where the summ^ are 
so frequently cool and damp. 

★ ★ * 

But polyanthus growth 
slow^s up or stops entirely dur¬ 
ing hot, dry weather, and if 
we should get one of those 
summers when no rain falls 
and the forests are closed be¬ 
cause of low humidity and 
fire hazard, our tiny poly¬ 
anthus seedlings would suf¬ 
fer greatly and may even fail 
entirely. 

Polyanthus plants are set 
out in their fl<^Kng sites in 
the fall, and they should be 
strong, sturdy specimens at 
planting out time if the spring 
display is to be worthwhile. 

★ ★ 

For this reason, I think it is 
better, bnder our climatic

conditions, to make a much 
earlier sowing. This gives the 
plants time to develop and be¬ 
come stnmg enough to stand 
up under hot. droughty condi¬ 
tions. 

It allows some margin, too. 
for the erratic germination of 
the seeds, which seems to be 
a common characteristic of 
the whole primula family. 

If you have a greenhouse 
with a bit of heat, or a cold- 
frame with a soil-heating 
cable, early February is a 
good time to start your seeds. 

If you must depend upon a 
sunny kitchen windowsill, 
early to mid-March is time 
enough, so the plants won't 
become drawn and le^y 
through being kept indoors too 
long. 


In making these sowings, it 
is essential that an almost 
surgical cleanliness be used, 
as the polyanthus and other 
primrose seedlings are unu¬ 
sually susceptible to “damp¬ 
ing off" and other fungus in- 
fecticAS. 

Pots should be scrubbed 
thoroughly in hot soapy water 
with a few drops of iMusehold 
disinfectant added.

Because of this danger 
infecti<m, I wouldn’t want to-, 
take a chance on ordinary 
backyard soil for polyanthus 
seeds. 

71)e all-purpose potting soil 
sold in plastic bags is of a 
very, good texture, but there 
is no way of knowing whether 
it has been sterilized or not; 
the packers seldom give this 
information cm the label. 

★ ★ 

It is safest to presume it 
has NOT been treated, and 
apply a good soil drench such 
as No43amp or Pano-Drench. 

Or you can duck the whole 
problem o( infection by using 
a naturally sterile soil-less 
medium such as Peat-Lite, 
Readi-Earth of Jiffy-Mix, or 
even make up your own by 
mixing equal parts peat moss 
and vermiculite, roostened 
witii seaweed or fish fertiliz¬ 
er. 

Fill the pots or boxes to 
within half an inch of the rim 
and make level with the 
fingers. B soil is used, firm it 
lightly; all soil-less mixtures 
should be left loose and not 
made firm. 

ir it -k 

Treat soil mixtures copious¬ 


ly with the disinfecting 
French, peat mixtures with 
seaweed or fish liquid fertiliz¬ 
er at double the strength rec¬ 
ommended <m the label, then 
set aside to drain thoroughly 
before sowing the seeds. 

It is essential to sow very 
thinly, and this is difficult 
with seeds as fine as poly¬ 
anthus. 

There are certain mechani¬ 
cal aids to thin sowing, such 
as mixing the seeds with fine, 
dry sand first. 

But I think a better plan is 
to practice your sowing a few 
times a sheet of white 
paper so you can see how the 
seeds lie, then iretum the 
seeds to the packet and use 
your newly acquired skill in 
making the sowing proper. 

★ ★ ★ 

The sown seeds can be cov¬ 
ered with pure, coarse sand to 
a depth of a quarteivinch, but 
it is often difficult to find sand 
of such a texture that won’t 
cake or form a crust when 
wetted. 

Personally, I prefer to use 
peat moss, twiddting the stuff 
between my thumb and ftjre- 
finger so it falls and rests 
lightly and evenly on the sur¬ 
face.

Murder trial set

Victoria NDP crew 
sets victory party 


A full week in May in one «>f 
the three SectiiHis of Victoria 
provincial court al 633 Fis- 
gard w'as set aside Wednes¬ 
day for the preliminary hear¬ 
ing <»f a c^rge of murder 
imnishable oy life imprison¬ 
ment. 

Victoria-area resident 
David John Ross, 32, was 
charged in connection with 
the shooting death of another 
Victorian, Malcolm Preston 
Cunningham, 27, and the 
charge was dated ‘‘on or 
about Nov. 1, 1975,’' in the 
Colwood area. 

Prosecutor Scott Marshall 
told Judge William Ostler he 
p.Npected thei-e would be 28 to 
30 witnesses for the crown 
compared with his earlier es¬ 
timate of about 20. 

Ostler had asked Marshall 
to find out dates of B.C. Su¬ 
preme Court assize sessions, 


in case a higher-court trial 
was ordered after the prelimi¬ 
nary hearing, and the prose¬ 
cutor said they were sche¬ 
duled in February and Ai>ril 
and then not until October. 

The Rearing could not be 
<-ompleted before the Febru¬ 
ary assize but Marshall said a 
hearing in March was possi¬ 
ble. although it would conflict 
with leave for ixilice 
witnesses and would be “ex¬ 
tremely inconvenient.’’ 

Defence lawyer Douglas 
Christie settled matters when 
he agreed to a hearing during 
the week of May 17 in the 
criminal-court section Wiich 
docs not have a time-cunsum- 
ing court list. That wcKild 
mean any higher-court trial 
w(Mjld not take place until Oc¬ 
tober. 

Ross was arrested last week 
in WinniiJeg, two weeks after 


Co1wo(k1 RC.MI’ obtained a 
warrant charging him with 
murder.

February 19. He looks older 
and acts that way. 

He is an all-round athleus of 
reasonable accomplishment 
with a chance of being better 
than average In tennis. His 
grandfather. King George VI, 
actually played in the doubles 
at Wlnbl^on. 

★ ★ ★ 

Prince Andrew was the first 
child bom to a reigning sover¬ 
eign since 1857. Tht next day 
a horse named "Some Baby” 
ran at the lingfield race 
track and to many Britons 
played it as a hunch that it^ 
5-1 win almost bn*e the boo¬ 
kies. He has had a lot of fans 
ever since. 

Queen Elizabeth has tried to 
keep him in the background 
during the period when Buck¬ 
ingham Palace is anxious to 
develop and establish the 
image of Prince Charles, the 
heir to the throne.

But occasional Informal ap¬ 
pearances show Andrew to be 
a highly attractive young man 
^ with a good dress sense and a 
fondness tor using the Wind¬ 
sor knot -- named after his 
great uncle, the Duke of Wind¬ 
sor — on his ties. 

Usually ^ec(xid sons of the 
sovereign are kept on a fairly 
loose rein.

Involvement is the key word 
around Fairbum elementary 
school in Gordon Head. 

Principal Ken McCulloch 
says involvement by all of the 
teachers, teachers’ aides and 
a majority of parents makes 
his school one of the models 
of Greater Victoria district. 

McCulloch, in his eighth 
year as principal at the 10- 
year-old Fairbum. takes pride 
in his hand-picked staff. 

"They don't tell me they're 
interested, they prove it to 
me." he said. 

McCulloch, who is 38, and 
his staff have developed some 
interesting courses for the 
students, including a program 
called Kindergarten-I, a mul¬ 
ti-age grouping of children 
which adapts to the .learner. 

The thinking behind Kinder- 
garten-I, McCulloch ex¬ 
plained. is that chiUren five 
and six years of age are dif¬ 
ficult to di.stinguish physically 
and canjbe taught together 
quite eas^. 

The Kindergarten-I pro¬ 
gram has proven that theory ; 
the pupils learn such subjects 
as oral French in small 
groups, according to their 
skill Ie\'el and rate of 
progress. 

Parents’ reaction to the 
French lessons has been 
"very positive." McCulloch 
reported, and there are plans 
to have Grade 2 students con¬ 
tinue with French next fall. 

There are two Kindergar- 
ten-I classes at Fairbum and 
parents are to be found volun¬ 
teering their help throughout 
the day at the school. 

Another finely-developed 
program is a "sensory-mo¬ 
tor" program, which worics ot 
the youngster’s motor devel¬ 
opment, hand-eye coKjrdina- 
tion and physical develop¬ 
ment. 

In these classes, children 
learn to improve their skills 
through games so that their 
ability to cope in the 
classroom Is improved before 
a problem develops. 

Athletics has always been 
emphasized at Fairbum and 
McCulloch pointed out that 
every student gets a chance 
to try every event in track 
and field. 

After school, the boys and 
girls have use of the gymna¬ 
sium until they go home at 
about 4:30 p.m. The^gym is 
constantly in use from 8 a.ra. 
until the late aftemocm. 

There are two boys’ and 
two girls’ basketball and vol¬ 
leyball teams at the school.

Macdonald gave no commit¬ 
ments but said in an inters 
view diat the anti-infla- 
ticm legislation may be amend¬ 
ed "after we have had several 
months experience with it.”

In die 12 months to Sf>iv 
lember, the federal consumer 
and corporate affairs depart¬ 
ment reported only 12 oemvir- 


tictfu for odometer tampering, 
the APA says. They resulted 
in fines totallhig $2,800. 

Odometer tampering ig an 
offence under the fe^ral 
Weights and Measures Act. 
but the APA claims the rela¬ 
tively small fines provided for 
in that legislation make It “a 
licence -to eteai” by unethical 
ear dealers. 

The associatiGn claims to 
have confirmation from a 
former used-car dealer in 
Montreal that up to 80 per 
cent of the usfed cars shipped 
from the city have altered 
mileage figures. Yet, the APA 
says, not one •conviction for 
odometer tampering was 
shown in Quebec.

• The lung cancer death rate 
is also rising amcstg Eskimos, 
Miller said. 

"Eskimo females now have 
a nvMtality rate from lung 
cancer of 18 per 100.(X)0 — one 
of the highest rates fr>r fe¬ 
males in the world," he 
added. 

Breast cancer and cancer of 
the bladder are also on the 
rise here, Miller said, adding 
Canada and the U.S. lead the 
wwld in mortality rates for 
both diseases.

Weed’ 
disrupts 
less than 
alcohol 


NEW YORK (AP) — Mari¬ 
juana did not have the same 
socially^ruptive effects as 
alc<^ use in a jgroup of ado¬ 
lescent delinquent boom, Stan¬ 
ford University researchers 
reported Tuesday. 

Althou^ the two drugs 
were used with about the 
»ame frequency, alcohol use 
was greater in fights, ddfticui- 
ties with authorities, treacle 
with family or friends and au¬ 
tomobile accidents. 

Marijuana w*as used by the 
youths for tranquilizng pur^ 
poses to avoid difficulties, 
while alcohol was used to 
"bolster courage.” 

'Tlius, on a variety of mea¬ 
sures designed to identliy 
drug effects on assaultive be¬ 
havior, the findings of tids 
study were consistent—can¬ 
nabis (marijuana) usually re¬ 
duced assaultiveness, and al¬ 
cohol often enhanced assaul- 
tivenesa,” the researchen 
said. 

The report w'as presented 
by Dr. Jared liiddenberg and 
associates of the Stanford 
,&:hool of Medicine and the 
Palo Alto Veterans Adminis¬ 
tration Hosp&tal to a New 
York Academy of Sciences 
conference on chronio can¬ 
nabis use, sponeored by the 
National Institute on Drug 
Abuse and New Yoilc Ifodkal 
College. 

To test the possibility that 
the marijuana use may di¬ 
rectly contribute to a^res- 
aive behavior, the researchers 
investigated drug use among 
2^ male delinquents impri¬ 
soned during Jtme, 1973, to 
July, 1975, in CalifbrnSa. 

The youdtt, aged 13 to 21. 
\vere representati\’e of the 
most serious youthful offend¬ 
ers in CalillQimla. Ihe dalta ob* 
tained froon interviews and of- 
ficial records and what the 
youths said of toemselves was 
consistent with actual behav¬ 
ior. 

In one portion of the study, 
59 per cent of 220 youths re¬ 
ported one or more fights 
under the influence alcohol,

NEW YORK (AP) — Since 
1969, Americans have re¬ 
versed their attitudes about 
the seriousness of tmokinc 
marijuana and drinking alco¬ 
hol, a Harris poll shows. 

A surv^ of 1,394 adults 
showed that 71 per cent viem 
the problem of “heavy drink¬ 
ing” as very serious, while 
only 58 per cent feel that waj 
about marijuana. 

‘"niis is a complete rever 
eal of public attitudes sinev 
1969, when 73 per cent viewoc 
pot smoking as ‘very serious 
compared to 53 per cent wht 
felt the same way abou 
heavy drinking,” the polling 
organizatiem said Monday. 

“Part of the reason f<n‘ thii 
shift.” the survey excluded 
“is that the American peof^i 
see more dangers in the xtm 
at alcoholic beverages than b 
the use of marijuana.” 

Most Americans still opposA 
legalizing the sale or use o 
marijuana but increasing!:

OTTAWA (CP) — Two uni¬ 
versity professors, both Jesuit 
priests, buck the current tide 
and describe transcendental 
meditation as a oofHwt In 
tbelr view, aomr people may 
become as addicted to medi¬ 
tation as to drugs. 

Dr. Peter CampbeB snd Dr. 
Ed McMahon gt^ their stu¬ 
dents at University of Ottawa 
warnings like this? 

*‘We foresee a profound 
danger If large numbers of 
people become proficient in 
the practice of what Is popu¬ 
larly called meditatiorL 

"Rather than activtiy com¬ 
mitting diemselves to the 
slow, painful task of long¬ 
term, constructive change, 
many persons might Instead 
medltaitev

"Because they can cope, 
their motivmttao to change 
ctety or personal way of life is 
diminish^'* • 

In their course called "pey- 
ohio break throughs" and in 
an interview, the priests xjp- 
ferred to meditation as a cop¬ 
ing device. 

They argue that meditation 
simply condititms pec^e to 
cope with, rather than 
change, cli^umstancee that 
cause anxiety, tension or frus¬ 
tration such as drtnimanlzing 
woriring or living conditions, 
excessive crowding In cities, 
pollution of the environment, 
social injustice and inflation.

The meditator sfanply 
avoids the problem cr post¬ 
pones the anxiety, instead of 
facing it, they said. 

McMahon described medita¬ 
tion as a set of disciplined ex- 
cercises that theoretically re¬ 
sults in inner harmony be¬ 
cause the meditator learns to 
focus on or do only one tiling 
at a time. 

Campbell said commercial 
sales pitches for meditation 
would be accurate If they de¬ 
scribed tiielr product as "a 
non-drug form of anesthe¬ 
tizing yourself against pain."

Pain is usually a motivating 
force, they maintained, a feel- 
• ing that win likely stimulate 
people to change their dr- 
cumstances. Facing pain, a 
person mi^ be motivated to 
find a new Job, a better school 
or different partner. 

They c<mcede that medita¬ 
tion can result in positive 
physical dianges, such as re¬ 
laxation, because the medita¬ 
tor's rate of metabolism and 
liearti)eat slow down. 

But, they argued, medita¬ 
tion does not wti>e out whatev¬ 
er worry is creating disbar- 
mony. 

"It can only override It mo- 
mentarilyy by altering con- 
fdousness," McMahon said.

« Because it is appealing to 
diminish bad feelings even 
momentarily, some people de¬ 
velop the same type of depen¬ 
dency relationship with niedl- 
tation that others have with 
drugs. Campbell said. 

"It produces a oartain e^ 
feet f<^ a certain amount of 
tlma. When the effect wears 
off and the ungratlfled basic 
need or inner lack of oon- 
gruenca resurfaces, then the 
meditation must bt used 
again In order to deal with the 
problem." 

Addiction to any drug or 
method of inducing an altered 
state of consciousness is a set¬ 
back for anyone who wants 
healthy personal growih, he 
said.

"Any addiction Is a di- 
mlnishmtnt of freedom. 
You’re giving up some of your 
freedom." 

McMahon went as far as to 
say that widespread ust of 
meditation might creata pock¬ 
ets of people in society who 
are vulnerable to a totalitar¬ 
ian government. 

"Interesting parallels can 
be made between the current 
use and the ancient roots of 
meditation," Campbell said. 

The use of drugs and medi 
tation techniguet began in 
countries such as Bidia 
among parts of society faced 
witii famine and poverty, ha 
said. It was an escape from 
misery. 


Nomadic cultures, not 
always able to cany around 
tile plants used for drugs, 
created "non-drug w^ays to de¬ 
velop highs and asceticism as 
a way of blotting out other 
levels of aw’arenest." 

"It would be a monumental 
cop-out, in our opixiion, if in¬ 
stead of doing s<Mnetidng to 
change the dehumanizing con¬ 
ditions and Imbalance In our 
society, wt meditated," he 
says.

MEXICX) CITY (AP) — Mt- 
guel Garcia Trejo U a plumtv 
er’8 helper six days « week 
end on Sundays he shines 
shoes. He earns the equiva¬ 
lent in pesos of about $40. 
which must support a wife 
and five children. 

Miguel is underemployed, 
one d a luige force that has 
become one of Mexico’s outp 
standing social proMems. 

"Fll quit early today and go 
home about 3 o'clock to rest 
up for tomorrow,*’ Garcia 
T^Jo said as he hunkered 
dovm outside a two-storey, 
middle-class home with 27 
pairs of shoes on the sidewalk 
' In front of Wm. 

At two pesos a pair, he 
earned S4.S3 that day.

A medallion on his cap, 
showing clasped hands, pro¬ 
claimed membership in the 
Shoe Ceanert Unim, a gov¬ 
ernment licensing organiza¬ 
tion which charges 12 pesos 
monthly in dues.

'Teople work for very low 
pay just to survive,” said 
Brazilian-bom sociologist Op. 
landia de Olvelda, who with

some the country's latest 
employment statistics. 

They found that more toan 
half the country's workers are 
underemployed, not earning 
the national average mini¬ 
mum wage or unable to find 
full-time jobs.

The minimum wage in Mex¬ 
ico City was $62 a m<xf1Il for a 
six-day week when the statis¬ 
tics were compiled In 1970 and 
the legal mintmum has risen 
to $120 a month since then.

Mexican employment statis¬ 
tics can be ^cky. Although 
so many were ear^g so little 
on the faims, only 19 per cent 
were underemployed in terms 
d time worked. In other 
words, the country's peasants 
work long hours, barely mak¬ 
ing a living. 

‘‘Minimum wages are the 
maximums” in rural Mexico, 
says Miss Rendon. 

In a rapidly growingv^pu- 
latlon, mechanization, the em¬ 
phasis on crops not requiring 
hand labor and other factors 
are forcing peasants off the 
farms. Many commute to the 
cities to earn extra money be¬ 
tween harvests; otfiers mo\’e 
there permanently.

The migration to urban 
areas has bectxne a stam¬ 
pede. Ten million of the 
country’s 58 million inhabi¬ 
tants live in Mexico City. 

There are estimates that 
the national labor force is 
growing by 800,000 workers a 
year. 

Unemployment problems 
exist simultaneously with an 
economic boom toat has seen 
the Mexican gross national 
product grow at an average 
six per cent annually In real 
terms since 1940. 

Yet millions of Mexicans 
are on Ihe borderline between 
subsistence and starvation.

Many social scientists 
see the solution in a restruc¬ 
turing of the Meccan econ¬ 
omy so that economic gains 
can be distributed more, equi¬ 
tably.

Richard Whately once said,

suits. 

Playing five card majors. 
North raised spades instead 
of bidding one no trump. Ealst 
came in anyway and South 
jumped directly to game. 

West led a low diamond 
from three to an honor m 
partner's suit and East's dia* 
mond ace was ruffed by 
declarer. Declarer cashed 
the trump ace. but when East 
discarded, that was very bad 
news. 

Declarer counted five 
spades and Jour hearts and 
concluded that he needed a 
club trick. So he correctly led 
a club and North's queen 
went to East's ace. East 
returned a diamond and 
declarer ruffed impulsively. 
West now had as many 
trumps as declarer and when 
declarer played the king and 
jack of trumps, West won his 
queen and a third diamond 
lead demolished the former 
majestic trump suit. West 
carefully ruffed the third 
heart lead and led a club and 
the defense managed two suit 
tricks and two trumps. 

The winning play is to 
refuse to ruff the second dia¬ 
mond. Declarer protects his 
trump suit and discards a 
club loser instead. E^st con¬ 
tinues with a third diamond 
and declarer rufTs. But now 
when West takes his trump 
queen, he has no more dia¬

Marion Skakie said in an in¬ 
terview Monday night that 
her 25-yearold brother called 
her from Mexico Friday to 
tell her that he was out <rf 
prison and that Mexican im¬ 
migration authorities planned 
to put him on a plane back to 
Canada. 

Miss Skakie. who at one 
point after her brother’s 
arrest tliought he might have 
l)ecn killed, said she doubted 
Tnideau’s trip had anything 
lo do with her brother's re¬ 
lease. 

“The interest our govern¬ 
ment took was next to noth¬ 
ing," she said. “Nobody did a 
damn thing. Every time I 
talked to theni I gave them 
more Information than they 
gave me. They couldn’t help 
us in any way." 

Skakie was arrested on a 
drug charge Oct. 14, 1973, and 
jailed in a prison at Guadala¬ 
jara. He was sentenced to 
about three years in Sej)- 
lember, 1974. 

Miss Skakie said she went 
to Mexico shortly after the 
arrest to help her brother. It 
took her a week to find him. 

“I thought they had killed 
him and nobody would tell 
me.” she said. Her brother 
told her later that he thought 
he was going to bfe killed w 
his way to Guadalajara.

Last July, a 44-mile sec tion 
of the Esquimau and Nanai¬ 
mo line between ParksvUle 
and Courtenay was closed 
after two trestles were found 
to be unsafe. Arrangements 
were made to carry freight 
and passenger traffic by truck 
and bus. 


Alter complaints b^v ship¬ 
pers, the railway transport 
l»ramh of the c-ommlssion 
investigated the shutdown. 

CP Rail said the cost of 
repairing the trestles was not 
warranted by traffic revemies 
and wxHild put the line into a 
financial loss. 

At the hearings, interested 
parties and individuals will be 
Invited to give views on the 
railway's duty to repair the 
tre.sUe8, the costs involv-ed 
and the need for rail service 
in the area. 

The j)as8enger-train service 
consists of a rail diesel car

Pre-load logging trucks 
‘transportation revolution’ 


FRANKUN RIVER — 
Thirty yean* after MacMillan 
Bloedel’s Franklin Riv'er divi¬ 
sion Introduced the modem 
logging truck fleet to Van¬ 
couver Island, the big logging 
operation finds itself in the 
middle of anbther trans|)ur- 
tatiun revolution. 

Originally serviced by moi-e 
than 100 miles of logging rail¬ 
way. Franklin River in¬ 
troduced its first logging 
trucks in 1916 and they soon 
supplanted the legendary 
“steam lodes" as the pri¬ 
mary means of hauling the 
logs out of the woods. 

Today. Franklin River is 
working with the compan.v’s 
latest innovation in log haul¬ 
ing — the pre-load logging 
truck — and it is expected 
to have almost as big an im¬ 
pact here as did the transition 
fi'om steam engines to gaso^ 
line and diesel trucks three 
decades ago. 

'The company has acquired 
a $l million fleet of seven 
11DX tractors and 14 pre-lcAd 
trailers for Franklin River, 
(Mie of the largest logging 
operations in the world. Since 
the pre-loads began replacing 
some of Franklin’s conven¬ 
tional trucks, the division has 
been hauling approximately 
30 per cent more logs with the 
same number of vt^icles. 

“We work the NDX tractors 
and the ]»re-load trailers tike a 
relay race," said Ken Miller, 
divisional transportation fore¬ 
man. “We run a shuttle ser¬ 
vice, moving the loaded trail- 
el's and the empties back and 


forth in a manner that allows 
us maximum utilizatiOT of our 
e(|uipment and a tremendous 
degree of flexibility." 

Under the pre-loading sys¬ 
tem, there are thi-ee key 
stops: the landing ama out in 
the w<Kxl8, where the timber 
is yarded in after harvesting: 
an intermediate stop at the 
Franklin River camp, w-here 
the li»aded and empty trailers 
are droiiped and swap{)e<l by 
tow teams of NDX tractors; 
and the log dump on Albeml 
Inlet, where the pre-loads are 
unloaded, about 25 miles from 
the actual logging operations. 

First step in the process is 
hauling the empty trailers up 
to the landing areas, where 
they are dropped. The tractor 
leaves the trailer behind for 
loading’of up to 120 tons of 
logs and heads out for other 


logging trucks is that with 
pre-loads the tractor and 
trailer can be separated vyhile 
the load is still aboard the 
trailer. This means that the 
500-horsepower diesel unit re¬ 
tains its mobility lor (♦ther 
duties while its trailer is 
Iteing loaded or unloaded. 

With a <-onvenllonal truck, 
the load has to be removed 
before the tractoc and trailer 
can \)e divorced. And the trac¬ 
tor is tied to the trailer for 
the entire H&ullng cycle, from 
loading to unloading. 

“When you leave the wixxls 
with a load of jogs on a con¬ 
ventional truck, you're head¬ 
ing for the log dump and no¬ 
where else.” said Miller. 
“Your driver and his tractor 
are tied up for a considerable 
period of time in loading and 
unloading because the conven¬ 
tional rig doesn’t have tHis

provision of as many trailers 
as the diesel tractont can han¬ 
dle.

'Tn l>nns ol adaptability 
you just can’t compare a con- 
venliuial truck with a pre- 
bad," said Miller. “And 
there’s a heck of a diffei\*nce 
in paying $29,060 for a new 
pre-load trailer and $100,060 
or more for a new c mvention- 
al truck." 

The adjacent Cameron divi¬ 
sion is using four of die new 
units and six trailers. Ca¬ 
meron's machine shop crews 
are als<i converting three 
more iraibrs for use with 
HDX tractors. 

Miller said the Franklin 
drivere like the new' tractor- 
trailers and many of the ideas 
on how to use them to best 
advantage have come from 
the drivers themselves.

trol* became effective. Gener¬ 
ally. companies' are not per¬ 
mitted to raise profit margins 
beyond those achieved in the 
base iieriod. 

For companies with annual 
sales of more than $25 mil¬ 
lion. compliance reports must 
be filed with the board every 
three months. 

In addition, companies must

An angry Campbell told the 
regional board the commis¬ 
sion unfroze the two parcels 
in spite of its own admission 
that the land was suitable for 
agriculture. 

“How stupid can you get?" 
Campell said in an interview 
later. 

“On ttie c»thei hand, I knotv 
these people •u’en't stupid: 
somebody leam.xi on them," 
he said. ^ 

He stressed this was the 
land commission’s first deci¬ 


sion affecting the region 
board since the Social Credit 
government took over. 

“It makes you think, 

doesn’t It?" he said. 

“I hoi>e this isn’t the {(hape 
of things to cunc; it’s pretty 
bad when their first act under 
a new government is Do turn 
agricultural land over to (le¬ 
vel »pers,“ Campbell said. 

The two pieces of land are 
in Sooke. One 'is 2.5 acres 
owned by W. V. Saunders the 
other 10 acres belonging to F. 
Galbraith, Whiffin Spit. 


In a letter to the region 
board, the land commission 
said that “although the soils 
have a capability for agricul¬ 
tural inirposea. the ccxnmis- 
sion finally decided that exce- 
lusion (from the land reserve) 
was the most reasonable 
course." 

The commission advanced 
10 reasons why it ^ excluded 
the properties, cme uf them 
being that the land was “at 
the extreme outer edge of the 
Agricultural Land Reserve." 

“That’s stupid: if you re¬ 


move it. the next one is at the 
outer edge.” Campbell said. 

He deplored the commission 
involving itself in zoning mat¬ 
ters when it should base its 
decisions only on whether the 
land was suitable for agricul¬ 
ture. 

Kahl, attending the meeting 
as a spectator, said in an in¬ 
terview Campbell should stop 
“squawking.” He knew very 
u’ell that the land commission 
had the final say in matters 
relating to exclusion of pro¬ 
perties from the land reserve. 


Asked whether Campbell’s 
cluirge iha't some me put ‘ 
pressure on the land commi.s- 
sion could be true, Kahl said: 
“Sure, anything is possible." 

But Campbell pointed out 
later that the region board 
still had a card up its sleeve. ' 
Half an hour before he 
raised the matter, he said, the 
region board had passed a 
zoning bylaw prohibiting sub¬ 
divisions of less than 10 acres 
per lot in the area where the 
two plots are located.

Dcmald Nixon, manager of 
the Victoria Downtown Busi¬ 
ness .Association, said 
Wednesday the coin will be 
accepted as moriey by 
Gi-ealer .Victoria merdiants. 
although it won’t be legal 
tender. 

Merchants may return the 
coins to the visitin' centre for 
a full $1 refund, but Nixon 
added he hoped not many 
would be returned. 

“We hope that tourists and 
Victorians will buy them and 


keep them as souv'enirtf.” he 
said. 

The cost of minting the 
coins and ()romoting -the 
scheme, Nixon said, is es¬ 
timated at 43 cents a coin; 
that would leave the visitors 
centre with a profit of 55 
cents. ' 

The 5O.C00 coins will be 
made of pure nickel. Nixon 
said there were also plans to 
mint a limited edition ster¬ 
ling silver and gold coins. 

An>*one who wants a silver 
nr gold coin, he said, would 


have to order it. They were 
too expensive to be minted on 
speculation.

The committee calls bilin¬ 
gualism "a waste of millions 
of t^x dollars.” 

And it is urging like-minded 
citizens to write to their MPs 
and to government language 
officials. 

Says the committee: "Con¬ 
federation is a union of prov¬ 
inces, not a union of two lan¬ 
guages. two races and two 
cultures. To say it is, is an in¬ 
tentional distortion of histori¬ 
cal fact.”

Mottershead, 49. who was a 
sergeant until three months 
ago, succeeds Ray Maitland 
who retired in November 
after 36 years in ihe service. 

The appointment was an¬ 
nounced Wednesday at a 
meeting of the Victoria police 
commission. 

The competition had been 
open to all senior police of¬ 
ficers in the province al¬ 
though the Victoria police 
union had sought to have it 
closed to local police officers 
only. 

Commission chairman and 
Victoria Mayor Michael 
Young said he had been par¬ 
ticularly pleased to find the 
applicants from within the 
Victoria force were as capa¬ 
ble of handling the job as the 
many excellent candidates 
from outside the city. 



“It’s a great indication of 
the morale of the force.” 

He added that the process 
of interviewing applicants, 
especially the Victoria of¬ 
ficers who had applied, had 
given him the “quickest crash 
course I have ever taken” on 
the workings of the police 
force. 

Commissioner John Fawcett 
agreed the board had gained 
a lot of knowledge through in¬ 
terviewing applicants and had 
ended up a lot wiser and with 
more Insight Into the prob¬ 
lems of the force, and ideas 
for solving those problems. 

Mottershead, who will be 50 
next month, rejoined the Vic¬ 
toria police force in 1957 after 
a tour of duty with the RCAF 
wiiich started in 1952.

Pre-load logging trucks 
‘transportation revolution’ 


FRANKLIN RIVER — 
Thirty years after MacMiHan 
Bloedel’s Fraidclin River divi¬ 
sion introduced the modem 
logging truck fleet to Van¬ 
couver leiend. tiie big logging 
operation finds itself in the 
middle of another transpor¬ 
tation revolution. 

Originally serviced by more 
than 100 miles of logging rail¬ 
way, Frankhn River in¬ 
troduced its first logging 
trucks in 1946 and they soon 
supplanted the legendary 
"steam locies” as the pri¬ 
mary means of hauling the 
logs out of the woods. 

Today, FYanklin River is 
working with the company’s 
latest innovation in log haul¬ 
ing — the pre-load logging 
truck — and it is expected 
to have almost as big an im¬ 
pact here as did the transition 
fmm steam engines to gaso¬ 
line and diesel trucks three 
decades ago. 

The company has aejjuired 
a $l million fleet of seven 
HDX tractors and 14 pre-load 
trailers for Franklia River, 
one of the largest logging 
oiierations in the world. Since 
the pre-loads began replacing 
some of Franklin’s conven¬ 
tional trucks, the division has 
been hauling approximately 
30 per cent more logs with the 
same number of vehicles. 

"We work the NDX tractors 
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and the pre-load trailers like a 
relay race," said Ken Miller, 
divisional transportation fore¬ 
man. ‘‘U> run a shuttle ser¬ 
vice, moving the loaded trail¬ 
ers and the empties back and 
forth in a manner that allows 
us maximum, utilization of our 
equipment and a tremendous 
degree of flexibility." 

Under the pre-loading sy.s- 
tem, there are three • key 
stops: the landing area out in 
the woods, where the timber 
is yarded in after harvesting: 
an intermediate stop at the 
F'randclin River camp, wd»ere 
the loaded and empty trailers 
are dropped and swap^ied by 
tow teams of NDX traetcars; 
and the log dump on Albemi 
Inlet, where the pre-loads are 
imlt>aded. about ^ nYlles from 
the actual logging operations. 

Fi«t step in tine process is 
hauling the empty trailers up 
(o the landing areas, where 
they are dropped. The tractor 
leaves the trailer behind fur 
loading of up to 120 tons of 
Ic^s and heads out for other 
duties — moving trailers that 
have already been loaded, 
picking up another empty 
trailer or hauling heavy Icfe- 
ging equipment from one site 
to another. 

FrankMn has spilt its haul¬ 
ing into two 8tage.s. Thrteo 
trucks aro generally used to 
hatri loaded trailers from the 
wood.s dowm to the camp stag¬ 
ing area, two other trucks 
shuttle the trailers back and 
forth from the camp to the 
dump. The flexibility in the 
system results from the ratio 
of two trailers for each trac¬ 
tor, which allows the tractors 
t ) work almost constantly. 

The difference between the 
pre-loads and conventional 
logging tnx'ks i$ t^at with 
pre-loads the tractor and 


trailer can be separated while 
the load U sUD aboard the 
trailer. This meaits that the 
500-horsepowcr diesel unit re¬ 
tains its- mobility for other 
duties while its trailer is 
being loaded or unloaded. 

With a conventional truck, 
the load has to be removed 
'before the tractor and trailer 
can be divorced. And the trac¬ 
tor is tied to the trailer for 
the entire Hauling cycle, from 
loading to unloading. 

"When you leave the w’oods 
with a load of on a con¬ 
ventional truck, you're head¬ 
ing for the log dump and no¬ 
where else," said Miller. 
"Your driver and his tractor 
are tied up for a (xxisiderable 
period of time In loading and 
unloading because the conven¬ 
tional rig doesn’t have Uhs 
new pre-loading capability." 

In addition to the pre-load 
feature, the new tractors also 
Joad and unload their own 
empty trailers. The trailer is 
lifted hydraulically and. 
stowed behind the tractor cab 
when the unit is running 
empty. It’s essentially a pusH- 
button ot»eration. requiring 
only (me mqn — the driver. 

In addition to the pre-loads. 
FYanklin River’s 15 drivers 
also work with 13 conven¬ 
tional logging trucks, which 
arc used on shorter hauls 
from less formidable logging 
areas where the mobility of 
pre-load units is a less impor¬ 
tant factor in terms of log 
hauling efflcjenc>'. 

.Miller said tHe key to a 
.successful pre-load system is 
provisiem of as many trailers 
as the diesel tractors can han¬ 
dle. The division eventually 
ho|>es to pnrx'ide three trailers 
for each tractor. 

"In r?rms of adaplahlltty 
you ju.st can’t compare a con- 
\enti'maJ truck with a pre- 
l *ad." .said Miller. "And 
there’s a heck (rf a (fifferonce 


in paying 129,000 for a new 
pre-load traSler and $100,000 
or more for a new convention- 
ad truck." 

The adjacent Cameron divi¬ 
sion is using four of tHe new 
units and six trailers. Ca¬ 
meron’s machine shop cresvs 
are also converting three m 
more trailers for use w^jth 
HDX tractors. 

Miller said the Fl'ankdin 
drivers like the new traolor- 
trailors and many of the ideas 
on how to a«e them to best 
advantage have come from 
tlfe drivers themselves. 

"This is a new asi^ect of 
logging. We’re all for it, and 
the men have really been 
woricing at it," said the trans¬ 
portation foreman.

Duncan bouncil decided this week to continue its policy of 
not supporting financially the tourist organization siKMuored 
by Island Municipalities, after receiving the group’s suggest¬ 
ed annual assessment of $632.^ 

For every $1 the Vancouv’er Island PuWicrWy BiK'eau can 
raise, the provincial government's department of inciustry 
will grant $1.50 up to a total of $74,000. 

Itiayor Ken Paskin saW the bureau does a very good >>h 
of promoting the Victoria area "but the smaller uivlsland 
communities receive very liWle benefit." 


The reduction is the result of 
increased policing costs. 

Council was told earlier this

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Olympics to start without stadium frills 


Victor Goldbloom 


MONTREAL (CP) — Some 
ol the frill* may be missing, 
but the basic requirements of 
athletes will be fulfilled when 
Montreal plays host to the 
1976 Olympics, Quebec Munic¬ 
ipal Affairs Minister \^ctor 
Goldbloom said Wednesday. 

Goldbloom, the provincial 
minister responsible for the 
construction of the main sta¬ 
dium and swim hall, stressed 
at a ne^v's conference that 
both facilities will be suf¬ 
ficiently completed for the 
July 17 opening of the Games. 


He is also the minister re¬ 
sponsible for the Olympics in¬ 
stallations board created by 
the Quebec government last 
Nov. 20 to take over construc¬ 
tion and financing of the sta¬ 
dium from the City of Mon¬ 
treal. 

There had been speculation 
that the 70,000-seat, $485- 

million main stadium, which 
houses the swim hall, would 
not be sufficiently complete 
by the opening date to accom¬ 
modate the track and field 
and swimming events. 

“The stadium and the 
swimming pool will be 
ready.*’ Goldbloom said on 
the eve of his departure for 


Innsbruck, Austria, to present 
a progress report to the Inter¬ 
national Olympic Committee. 

However, the minister 
sti'Gssed that while tiie stadi¬ 
um will be ready for tlie 
athletic fevents, it will not bo 
complete according to original 
p4ans. 

“I said the stadium will be 
ready, I (fid net say 41 will be 
complete," Goldbloom said in 
answer to a question. “We 
will complete it (according to 
original plans) after the 
Games." 

Asked to elaborate on exact¬ 
ly what facets of stadium con¬ 


struction would not be 
finished until after the 
Games, the minister said the 
proiKjflion of temporary facil¬ 
ities to be employed “must be 
kept for the IOC." 

“These things we will say in 
much more detail to the 
IOC." 

Already scrubbed from the 
over-all stadium prototype is 
the main press centre and 
liemianent dressing room fa¬ 
cilities for the athletes. The 
press centre already has been 
relocated dowiitowTi while mo¬ 
bile changing rooms for the 
athletes will be installed with¬ 
in the stadium confines. 


In an inter\iew from Ixm- 
don earlier in the day, IOC 
president Lord Killanin said 
facilities for 19 of the 21 
Olympic sports have been- 
completed and he did antici¬ 
pate any great problem over 
the swimming pools. 

"My information at the mo¬ 
ment is that the track and. 
field events will be held in the 
Olympic stadium in Mon¬ 
treal." Lord Killanin said. 

Goldbloom confirmed that 
some temporary seating will 
be installed in tlie saucer¬ 
shaped stadium to take care 
of 65,0(X)-70,(K)0 capacity re- 


quift'd by the IOC f.)r opening 
and closing ceremonies. 

"The permanent capacity of 
the stadium is expected to be 
between 50,000 and 55,000. It 
was therefore foreseen from 
the beginning that there 
would be 15,000 or 20,000 tem¬ 
porary seats. There may be 
somewhat more than that 
when the stadium is opened 
for the Games." he said. 

He said that by April 15 the 
field section of the stadium 
must be cleared by construc¬ 
tion company huts and heavy 
equipment in onler to begin 
installation of the infield 
grass and running track. 

On June 6, (he installations 


board must turn the stadium 
over to the organizing com¬ 
mittee so it can begin its 
period of responsibility to¬ 
ward the Games. 

Goldbloom made a suxprise 
announcement that an agree¬ 
ment has been concluded with 
Montreal Alouettes by which 
the professional footb^I team- 
will play its final five games 
of the 1976 season in the stadi¬ 
um. 

The stadium is expected 
eventually to be the home of 
Montreal'^ baseball E.xpos aa 
well as the Alouettes but 
hopes for 1^)76 had been all 
but dashed by construction 
dclay.s. 


Village pact provides

MONTREAL (CP) — The 
Star says the contract for con¬ 
struction of the Olympic vil¬ 
lage provided the developers 
with an enormous and highly 
unusual profit.

All further costs were to 
be covered by COJO in the 
form of a second mortgage, 
now totalling $57 million. 

In the first contract, if 
Zarolega did not pay back 
COJO’s $35-milllon loan in 
five years, the loan would be 
cancelled outright, Zarolega 
would own a village It had not 
paid for, and OOJO would 
own the debt. 

The second contract was 
drawn up on the orders of the 
provincial government to give 
bettor protection to OOJO’s 
investment. It extends the 
term fo the COJO loan to 38 
years, but does not allow 
OOJO to take over the propei^ 
ty if Zarolega defaults in pay< 
ments. 

Zarolega is allowed $1.25 
million in depreciation each 
year before COJO is paid any¬ 
thing. 

Developers estimate the 
value of the buildings at $55 
million, leaving OOJO, and ul¬ 
timately the taxpayers of 
Montreal and Quebec, with at 
least a $45-mUlion loss, the 
new'spaper says. 

In November, the provincial 
government took over respon¬ 
sibility for constructiwi of the 
Olympic stadium and related 
sports facilities from the City 
of Montreal, but not the vil¬ 
lage.

Gerussi said that about 33 
of some 50 laundry workers, 
chambermaids, bartenders, 
waiters, busboys. dishwashers 
and cooks employed by the 
hotel took part in a vote Sun¬ 
day that registered over¬ 
whelming acceptance of the 
uni(m. This followed a one- 
week organizing campaign. 

Chateau manager Fred Wle- 
land said: "It was all a mis¬ 
understanding. I wasn’t 
aware of labor negotiations 
going on until I was ap¬ 
proached by a man from the 
lab>r department telling me 
that they wei'e.” 

Wieland said the employees 
weren’t being laid off but 
were being “put on temporary 
winter help” and would be 
called back as the need dic¬ 
tated. N 

But that w’asn't the way 
bartender Louis Burrows told 
it. 

“The manager came to the 
bar Monday morning and 
asked me what I knew about 
union activity going on,” Bur¬ 
rows said.

Miss Skakie, who at one 
point after her brother’s^ 
arrest thought he mi^t have 
been killed, said she doubted 
Trudeau’s trip had anything 
to do with her brother’s re¬ 
lease. 

“The interest our govern¬ 
ment took was next to noth¬ 
ing,” she said. “Nobody did a 
damn thing. Every time I 
talked to them I gave them 
more information than they 
gave me. They couldn’t help 
us in any way.” 

Skakie was arrested on a 
drug charge Oct. 14, 1973, and 
jailed in a prison at Guadala¬ 
jara. He was sentenced to 
about three years in Sep¬ 
tember, 1974. 

Miss Skakie said she went 
to Mexico shortly after the 
arrest to help her brother. It 
look her a week to find him. 

“1 thought they had killed 
him and nc^xKly would tell 
me,” she said. Her brqther 
told her later that he thought 
he was going io be killed cm 
his way to Guadalajara.

Husband cried 
on death walk: 
Where’s Betty? 


“I saw a very bright light 
and I turned to see it, and it 
was already there. 

“And it was Just like a 
white streak going by my face 
so close — just inches away. 

"I thought. WT>ere is my 
wife? Where Is Betty? 

“She wasn’t even there.” 

That is the way Kenneth 
Hughes. 5199 Rambler Road. 
Saanich described events at 
about midnight Jan. 9-10 
which left his wife Elizabeth 
dead. He was testi^dng Tues¬ 
day at the inquest in Saanich 
courtroom. 

Hughes is a deaf-mute, as 
was his 38-year-old wife, and 
he gave his evidence through 
interpreter Annie Odynsky. 

He said they left the Royal 
Oak Inn just before midnight 
to walk h^e. He had had tw'o 
beers and his wife had had 
one bottle cider during 
their two hours at the inn, he 
said. 

They walked north or? Elk 
Lake Drive the left hand 
side of the road. 

Hughes wAs walking on the 
sandy shoulder, with his 
bands in his pockets, while his 
wife walked beside him on the 
paved porti<m of the road with 
her arm in his. 

The car that struck his wife 
came front behind on the 
wToi^ side of the road, he tes¬ 
tified, and as he looked for his 
wife he saw her falling off the 
left fender of the car 30 to 40 
feet north along the road. 

The car stepped briefly then 
w’ent on toward Pat Bay High¬ 
way, he testified. 

Hughes said he saw only the 
one car. 

He said he picked up a 
piece of chrmue from the 
road a few feet from his 
wife’s body, and later gave 
that chrome to the police. 


Constable Norman Ellison 
of Saanich police said that on 
the day after the acci^nt he 
examined a 1965 Meteor sedan 
which had a damaged front 
f«ider. a piece <rf the front 
grill missing, damage on the 
left docH*, and droplets of 
blood on the left side. 

He said the piece of chrome 
found at the scene of the ac¬ 
cident fitted perfectly. The 
cur was dull green with a 
black t(^}. 

Teresa Williams, 670 
Goyette Road, Saanich, said 
that at about midnight she 
was (tftving west on HaJi- 
burt.m and stepped at a traf¬ 
fic light on Pat Bay Highway. 

Two cars pulled up at the 
intersectiM) facing her on Elk 
Lake Drive, which crmnects 
with Haliburton at the junc¬ 
tion. One car had Its head¬ 
lights off, but put them on 
before the light turned green. 

As the cars passed in the in¬ 
tersection, she saw diat the 
car which had been without 
lights was beige colored and 
similar in shape to a Chevro¬ 
let Impala. 

- Just after driving across the 
intersection she was flagged 
down by Hughes she ran ^ck 
to the highway, stopped a car 
and sent the driver to phone 
police and ambulance. 

Her daughter Karen Alex¬ 
ander, who was in her car at 
the time, said that when they 
stopped at the intersection 
two cars pulled up side by 
side on Elk Lake Drive wait¬ 
ing for the light. 

One of the cars was a green 
station wagon with wood pan¬ 
elling on the side and ski 
racks on top. 

The inquest, conducted by 
coroner Eidmond Jorre de St. 
Jorre, resumes at 7:30 p.m. 
Feb. 5.

Saanich’s planner has rec¬ 
ommended that council pre¬ 
pare now for redevelopmennt 
oi the Goiy»e and Bumide 
area, including a $25 million 
shopping centre complex and 
a $10 million apartment devel¬ 
opment. 

In a report Tuesday night to 
the lands, planning, and hous¬ 
ing committee, planner Gil 
Liiuren.son said Saanich is al¬ 
ready committed to build a 
24-inch trunk sewer from the 
Gorge crrwsing siphon up to 
Harriet, and an increase to 27 
inches would cost (WJly $50,000 
mire. 

Because a population of 
more than 31.000 has been 
proposed for that area’s long¬ 
term redevelopment, Lauren¬ 
son suggested council approve 
the larger trunk, plus an ex¬ 
tension right up to Tillicum- 
Burnside. 

Parts of the neighborhoods 
of Harriet-Bumside and 
southeast Gorge “are now or 
will be within the ne.vt 10 
years, ripe for redevelopment 
not on an urban renawal 
basi.'i. but through natural re¬ 
development of areas of inci[>- 
ient blight” the report said. 

“To suggest that the rene¬ 
wal of the area w'ould be 
achieved by the building of 
detached houses when the 
costs of new roads and ser¬ 
vices are obviously going to 
be very high is unrealistic 
daydreaming,” Laurenson 
added. 

Laurenson urged action in 
the area because “Saanich is 
being forced to reject millions 
of dollars worth of revenue 
producing development be¬ 


cause of inadequate sei> 
vices.” 

Abbey Glen Proi>erty CX>r- 
ixjration, one of Canada’s 
largest shopping centre devel¬ 
opers. has proposed to build a 
384.000-square-foot centre on 
the 40-acre site now occupied 
by the 'Tillicum Drive-in 
Theatre. 

Besides the centre. 100.000 
square feet of office space 
and 150 to 200 units of town¬

The developer is now seek¬ 
ing designation of the site as 
a development area, with the 
intent of negotiating a land- 
ase ctmtract with council. 

A separate rejxtrt from 
Laurenson noted that regional 
b'jnrd approval is not re¬ 
quired for the centre because 
would be less than 500,000 
square feet. 

Exchange of land (Saanich 
own.s an adjacent lot), protec¬ 
tion of the Ck)lquit 2 Creek, wi¬ 
dening and realigning of 
streets, and provision of other 
senices must all be negotiat¬ 
ed. 

But the development “is 
probably the key factor” in 
council’s upcoming decislms 
about servicing and gradual 
redevelopment in the Gorge 
area, I.auren.son said. 

He also reminded aldermen 
that the San Sebastian Motel 
(Ml the Gorge has been desig¬ 
nated a development area and 
250 condcMninium apartments 
have been proposed for the 
site.

Basically, the rciwrts that 
are to be filed within the next 
month, railed bas-e i>eriod re¬ 
ports. provide an historical 
summary of prices, profits 
and dividends for each com¬ 
pany. They must rover a fi¬ 
nancial period that ended 
prior to the announcement of 
contnds Oct. 13. 

The later complianie re¬ 


ports -to be filed annually by 
most companies—start for the 
first full finanoiaJ year that 
Included Oct. 14, when con¬ 
trols became effective. Gener¬ 
ally. compani^ are not per¬ 
mitted to raise profit margins 
beyond those achieved in the 
base period. 

For companies with annual 
sales of more than $25 mil¬ 
lion. com()liance reports must 
be filed wdth the board every 
three months.

Socreds ‘leaned’ on land body, charges Campbell

Charges that "someone, 
leaned" on the B.C. Land 
Commission to remove two 
parcels of Sooke propierty 
from the ugricultural land 
reserve were levelled Wednes- 
' day by Opital Region Board 
chairman James CampUHI. 

The possibility of (mlitical 
pressure on the commission 
wasn’t ruled out by Lyle 
Kahl. Social Credit MLA for 
Esquimau. 


An angry Campbell told the 
regional board the commis¬ 
sion unfroze the two parcels 
in spite, of its own admission 
that the land was suHable for 
agriculture. 

“How stupid can you gel?" 
Cami)ell said In an interview 
later. 

“On the other hand, I know 
these people aren't stupid: 
somebody leaned on them," 
he said. 

He stressed this was the 
land commission’s first deci- 


sion affecting the region 
board since the Social Credit 
govempient took over. 

. “It makes you think, 
doesn't It?’’ he said, 

“I hoi>e this isn’t the shape 
of things to ceme; U'S preiiy 
bad when their first act under 
a new government Is to turn 
agricultural land over to de- 
vel pers.” Canii>bell .naid. 

The two pieces of land are 
in Sooke. One is 2.5 acres 
owned i>y W. V. Saunders, the 
other 10 acres belonging to F, 
Galbraith, Whiffin S|>it. 


In a letter to the region 
board, the land commission 
said that "although the soils 
have a capability for agricul¬ 
tural purposes, the ewnmis- 
sion finally decided that ex¬ 
clusion (from the land re¬ 
serve) was the most rcastm- 
ab’e course.” 

The commission advanced 
10 reasons why it excluded 
the properties, one of them 
beini that the land was “at 
the extreme outer edge of the 
Agricultural Land Reserve." 

“Thai's stupid: if you re¬ 


move it. the next one is at the 
outer edge." Campbell said. 

He deplored the commission 
involving itself in zoning mat¬ 
ters when it should base its 
decisions only on whether the 
land was suitable for agricul¬ 
ture. 

Kahl. attending the meeting 
as a spectator, said in an in¬ 
terview Campbell should stop 
“squawking." He knew very 
well that the land commission 
had the final say in matters 
relating to exclusion of pro- 
I>crties from the land reserve. 


Asked whether Campbell's 
charge that someone pul 
pressure on the land commis¬ 
sion could be true, Kahl said: 
“Sure, anything is possible." 

But Campbell pointed out 
later that the region board 
still had a card up Its sleeve. 

Half an hour before he 
raised the matter, he said, the 
region board had passed a 
zoning bylaw prohibiting sub¬ 
divisions of less than 10 acres 
per lot in the area where the 
two plots are located. 

Both owners, he said, had 


previously tried on numerous 
occasions to subdivide the 
land but had always been re¬ 
fused permission by the re¬ 
gional board. 

"Unless they ran like hell to 
beat our bylaw, they can’t 
subdivide the land now any¬ 
way.” Campbell said. ^ 

The board Instructed Camp¬ 
bell to send a letter to the 
land commission protesting 
the decision. A copy of the let¬ 
ter is to be sent to the appro¬ 
priate government depart¬ 
ment.

The $2'million operating 
budget, he said, already con¬ 
tained provision for a $450,000 
payment in cover debt 
charges on tiie $22-million 
loan, thus a "saving" might 
be effected on the operating 
budget.

Other projects include a 
1504)ed extension at Glen¬ 
garry Hospital for $2.6 mil- 
li<m, purchase of a site for the 
proposed new 300-bed acute 
care hospatal in Saanich or 
View Royal for $2.5 million, 
and the start of a five-year 
renovation program at Royal 
Jubilee Hospital for $2.4 mil¬ 
lion. 

The expenditure will| be 
amortized over 20 years..

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Towered satellite city for 22,000 


Righrises may becothe Colwood schemers most I'ontroversial feature

Flans for a satellite city in 
Colwood, with highrises, shoi>- 
ping centres, s’chools. play- 
goHinds and i>arks for up to 
22,000 people were unveiled 
Wednesday by Dunhill Devel¬ 
opment (5orp.. a provincial 
government agency. 

Capital Region Board direc¬ 
tors listened quietly as the 
mind-boggling scheme was 
presented by John Northie. 
the corporation’s vice- 
president of develoi>ment. 

The giant development 
, would consist <^7,20Q h^ing 
units, including eight 14- 
storey hi^uise building^s. 
towmhouses and about 1,000 
single-family homes. 

It would cover a total of 850 
acres, 2T0 of which are gov¬ 
ernment owned. 

The project would be built 
in an area located between 


Metchosin Road and Latoria 
R(«d, north <if Albert Head. 

On the assumption that the 
average cost per unit would 
l)e $50,000 a oonserN'ative es- 
timate, the entire scheme 
would cost about $360 million. 

Northie said in an interview 
folkAvlng the firesentati n 
that part of the project would 
have housing below the 
$-15,000 reiling set by the !e<l- 
ei-al gm'emment for Assisted 
Home Ownership Program 
grants to individual home 
buyers. 

But he added that it was 
Dunhiil's aim to provide a 
"cross-section" of houidng, in¬ 
cluding high-priced homes. 

He said Dunhill may build 
I)art of the project itself, but 
the majority of develo|)ed lots 
would be trffered to- private 
builders. 

He said by throwing thou¬ 
sands of serN’iced lots on the 
market, prides for individual 
lots would decline: the law of 


supply and demand would act 
in favo^of home buyers- 

DunhlU hof*ed to complete 
the planning this year, begin 
servicing lots next year and 
sell the first lots by 1978, 
Northie said. 

Dunhiil’s fKlans call fix* re- 
(enlion of 2^ acres for parks 
and recreation sites. AImhU 50 
acres would t>e set aside for 
seven scWuols to accommo¬ 
date up to 4,500 students. 

One of the criteria used In 
planning the scheme, he said, 
was lo blend the devclomuent 
into the environment. Innova¬ 
tive housing concepts may be 
introduced, he add^. 

He also assured thd regional 
board that Dunhill would ad¬ 
here to all regional bylaws 
and would design the dev’cIo(>- 
mont in accordance with re¬ 
gional plans. 

He pointed out that, accord¬ 
ing to the official development 
plan, growth of the Capital 
Region was to be direct^ to 


the area in which Dunhill pro¬ 
posed to build its gigantic 
project. 

The DunhiU project, he 
said, wouldn’t add to the pop¬ 
ulation which the regional 
board anticipated for that 
area; if Dunhill didn’t build, 
other develofiers would, he 
said. 

Northie warned that servic¬ 
ing the terrain with .sewers 
and water would be exfien- 
sive. 

"This is a lifgfi-ooat <level:>p- 
moot area: it is rocky ter¬ 
rain." he said. 

Dunhill began working on 
the siheme about eight 
months ago. Asked whether 
the new government support¬ 
ed the concept, Northie said 
the presentation was being 
made with the specific ap- 
pnn'al of Housing Ministei’ 
Ifugh <?urtis. 

InitiaJ reaction from region¬ 
al board directors was some¬ 
what skeptical. They said 


they were afraid the jaovin- 
cial government would push 
the scheme through withbut 
listening to advice or recom¬ 
mendations from the region. 

But Northie replied that 
Dunhill was before the board 
like any ttthrr doveiofier. Dun¬ 
hill. he said, w’aa willing to 
observe all zoning regulations 
and enter into any agreement 
the r^ionat board might 
deem necessary. 

He said Dunhill recognized 
that planning of the project 
would have to go hand in 
hand with planning for tnans- 
IKNlation. 

Present routes Into Victoria, 
he said, were inadequate and 
the provisiwi of a gofni transit 
system from the development 
area to the city would have lo 
l)c given careful consider¬ 
ation. 

As for initial criticism, 
Northie said: "We have to 
start somewhere."
